Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  James  H.  Turner,  Man- 
ager of  Utilities,  who  gave  a  detailed  explanation  for  the  requested 
increase  in  electric  rates. 

Supervisor  McCarty  asked  the  Controller  if  an  increase  in  the 
ad  valorem  tax  rate  would  ensue  if  the  electric  rates  to  city  depart- 
ments were  approved.  Mr.  Ross  replied  that  such  an  increase  would 
result  in  a  3  to  4  cent  hike  in  the  tax  rate,  and  proceeded  to  explain 
how  he  arrived  at  the  figures  quoted  above. 

Supervisor  McCarty  suggested  to  Mr.  Turner  that  the  proposed 
schedule  of  rates  be  revised  to  reflect  an  increase  to  private  users 
only. 

The  Controller  at  this  point  suggested  that  the  rate  schedule  be 
returned  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  because,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  he  could  not  certify  as  to 
the  availability  of  funds  for  the  payment  of  obligations. 

Motion  to  Rise  and  Report. 

Supervisor  McCarty  moved  that  the  Board  rise  and  report.  Motion 
seconded  by  Supervisor  Halley  and  carried  by  the  following  vote:

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  A.  Dal  Thomson,  Counsel 
for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  who  expressed  the  opinion,  in 
reply  to  a  query  by  Supersivor  Mancuso,  that  the  Controller's  state- 
ment does  not  properly  come  within  the  provisions  of  Section  86  of 
the  Charter. 

The  Controller  informed  the  Board  that  the  provisions  of  Section 
86  of  the  Charter  provided  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  incurred 
unless  the  Controller  first  certifies  there  is  sufficient  funds  for  such 
expenditure  in  the  Treasury,  and  that  all  ordinances,  resolutions  or 
orders  adopted  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  86  shall  be 
void  and  any  claim  based  thereon  shall  be  invalid.  The  Controller 
further  pointed  out  that  there  has  been  no  certification  of  available 
funds  to  cover  the  increased  rates  which  the  departments  would 
have  to  pay  for  the  period  January  1  to  June  30,  1953,  should  the 
measure  receive  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Motion  to  Disapprove. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  MacPhee,  that 
the  proposed  schedule  of  rates  be  disapproved  by  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  referred  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  further 
study. 
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Statement  by  Mr.  Turner. 

In  reply  to  the  statement  made  by  the  Controller  with  respect  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  86  of  the  Charter,  Mr.  Turner  called  the 
Board's  attention  to  the  last  "Resolved"  in  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  reading  as  follows: 

"Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  schedule  of  rates  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  as  required  by 
Section  130  of  the  Charter  and  that  when  approved,  either  expressly, 
or  by  operation  of  law,  the  effective  date  be  established  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission." 

Mr.  Ross  stated  that,  with  respect  to  the  foregoing  quotation,  he 
did  not  have  that  particular  information  before  him  when  he  men- 
tioned that  no  certification  of  funds  had  been  made  by  him  to  take 
care  of  departmental  bills  carrying  the  increased  electric  rates  for 
the  period  January  1  to  June  30,  1953.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Lewis  summarized  the  events  leading  to  the  present 
impasse  on  the  construction  of  the  second  Bay  crossing  or  crossings, 
and  concluded  by  stating  that  it  was  incumbent  upon  the  Board  to 
adopt  a  policy  on  the  type  of  bridges  desired  and  that  legislation  be 
set  in  motion  to  achieve  this  end  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  emphasized  the  importance  of  considering 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  above  all  and  that  immediate 
action  should  be  taken. 

Suggestions  Offered  by  Supervisors  Dobbs  and  Ferdon. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  suggested  that  the  Board  give  consideration  to 
the  following  suggestions,  sponsored  jointly  by  him  and  Supervisor 
Ferdon: 

That  the  Board  adopt  as  its  official  policy  its  intention  to  activate 
a  program  whereby: 

(1)  It  shall  propose  to  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  the 
names  of  four  individuals  or  firms,  qualified  experts  in  the 
fields  of  finance,  community  planning,  engineering  and  rapid 
transit,  respectively,  preferably  from  the  Eastern  or  Middle 
Western  sections  of  the  United  States,  and  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  the  controversies  which  have  heretofore  pre- 
vented the  construction  of  such  additional  bay  crossing  or 
crossings; 

(2)  It  shall  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County 
to  propose  similarly  to  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority 
the  names  of  four  such  experts,  to  be  selected  by  said  Board 
of  Supervisors; 

(3)  Said  body  of  eight  experts  shall  review  and  analyze  the 
studies,  investigations  and  reports  already  completed  and 
now  available  and  arrive  at  conclusions  as  to  the  number, 
type,  location  and  method  of  financing  of  additional  bay 
crossings  which  are  warranted  and  best  adapted  to  the  re- 
quirements, present  and  in  the  foreseeable  future,  by  physi- 
cal, economic,  social  and  other  pertinent  factors; 

(4)  Said  body  of  eight  experts  shall  submit  to  the  California 
Toll  Bridge  Authority  not  later  than  sixty  days  after  its 
appointment,  a  recommendation,  which  shall  be  based  upon 
said  review,  analysis  and  conclusions  and  which  by  prior 
agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Alameda  County  and  the  California  Toll  Bridge 
Authority,  as  to  the  number,  type,  location  and  method  of 
financing  of  an  additional  crossing  or  crossings  of  San 
Francisco  Bay; 

(5)  The  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  shall  be  urged  to  bear 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  employing  the  experts  hereinabove 
mentioned  and  disseminating  the  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations thereof,  and  necessary  expenses  incidental 
thereto. 
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Opposition  to  Pending  Measure. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  there 
would  not  be  prolonged  discussion  on  the  subject  measure  before 
the  Board,  and  that  a  public  hearing  would  be  set  for  some  time  in 
the  future,  when  the  Board  would  sit  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  from  all  interested  parties.  The  Supervisor 
stated  that  he  did  not  know  enough  about  the  matter  to  cast  his 
vote  intelligently  on  it  today. 

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  supported  the  stand  of  Supervisor 
MacPhee  for  the  immediate  construction  of  two  bridges,  possibly 
three  or  four  bridges,  but  the  paramount  question  in  his  mind 
devolved  on  the  method  of  how  such  bridge  or  bridges  are  to  be 
financed.

The  Mayor  proceeded  to  enlighten  the  Supervisors  on  a  number  of 
fears  which  had  been  expressed  insofar  as  finances  and  the  number 
of  bridges  were  concerned.  He  stated  that  he  did  not  intend  to  be 
tied  to  any  financial  commitment  until  he  knew  just  where  the  city 
was  headed,  and  that  once  the  financial  picture  was  clarified,  it  would 
be  brought  before  the  Board  for  approval.  The  Mayor  did  express 
the  hope,  however,  that  a  meeting  could  be  arranged  with  our  East 
Bay  neighbors  for  the  purpose  of  ultimately  coming  to  a  mutually 
satisfactory  conclusion.

Discussion. 

However,  before  Mr.  Johns  was  able  to  say  anything  beyond  men- 
tioning that  labor  was  in  favor  of  a  southern  crossing  only,  Super- 
visor Mancuso  explained  that  while  he  signed  the  pending  measure, 
he  was  in  opposition  to  a  parallel  crossing.  He  signed  the  measure 
because  he  believed  that  unless  agreement  was  reached,  calling  for 
the  construction  of  a  parallel  crossing  simultaneously  with  a  southern 
crossing,  San  Francisco  would  continue  to  encounter  obstacles  in  its 
quest  for  a  southern  crossing.  The  Supervisor  pointed  out  further, 
that  the  construction  of  a  parallel  crossing  would  tend  to  alleviate 
congestion  in  the  downtown  area. 

Supervisor  Dobbs:  We  are  not  approving  both  bridges  in  adopting 
this  resolution.  We  are  merely  agreeing  to  meet  with  the  East  Bay 
representatives  to  find  an  amicable  solution. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  The  Board  and  the  Mayor  did  a  fine  job 
last  Saturday  in  reaching  an  agreement  on  this  resolution.  This  is 
the  first  of  a  series  of  steps  to  be  taken  to  unravel  the  complexities 
involving  construction  of  bay  crossings. 

Supervisor  Christopher  reechoed  statements  made  in  the  Mayor's 
office  last  Saturday  that  he  wanted  it  definitely  understood  that  the 
word  "simultaneous"  meant  exactly  what  it  intended  to  convey,  and 
before  a  final  expression  is  obtained  from  the  Board  with  respect 
to  the  construction  of  a  crossing  or  crossings,  a  definite,  irrevocable 
showing  should  be  made  by  the  State  Legislature  and  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Toll  Bridge  Authority  that  a  simultaneous  construction  of  the 
bay  crossings  is  indisputably  their  intention. 
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Supervisor  McCarty  stated  the  Eastbay  communities  favored  a 
parallel  crossing;  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  favored  a 
southern  crossing;  and  declared  that  if  no  agreement  is  reached,  no 
crossing  will  ever  be  constructed. 

Supervisor  Dobbs:  This  resolution  does  not  change  our  official 
policy;  it  merely  calls  for  a  hearing  to  reach  a  compromise  agreement 
which  will  then  have  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  expressed  the  opinion  that  no  further  delay 
should  be  permitted,  and  recommended  speedy  approval  of  the 
measure. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  again  accorded  George  W.  Johns, 
Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council. 

Mr.  Johns  informed  the  Board  that  the  adoption  of  the  measure 
now  before  the  Board  would  constitute  a  complete  reversal  of  form 
in  that  the  city  had  heretofore  endorsed  only  a  southern  crossing, 
and  that  its  adoption  meant  capitulation  to  the  forces  in  Oakland. 
San  Francisco  would  lose  its  leadership,  and  he  hoped  that  the 
Board  would  not  change  its  heretofore  adopted  policy  of  favoring 
only  a  southern  crossing. 

Mr.  Johns  stated  he  was  not  speaking  for  his  Council  in  that  it 
had  not  officially  taken  any  action  on  the  matter  but  that  he  was 
speaking  as  a  labor  official. 

Mr.  George  S.  Hill,  representing  the  Traffic  and  Transportation 
Division  of  the  Central  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  likewise  spoke 
in  opposition  to  the  pending  measure,  and  stressed  the  fact  that  the 
cost  of  two  crossings,  totaling  some  $370,000,000,  would  prove  an 
unbearable  burden.

Supervisor  Christopher  remarked  that  he  desired  the  Board  to 
direct  a  communication  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway 
District  Directorate  requesting  them  to  make  application  for  a  reduc- 
tion in  insurance  rates  or  to  secure  additional  protection  for  insur- 
ance premiums  now  paid,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are  expending 
$3,500,000  to  reinforce  and  strengthen  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

Supervisor  Arnold  suggested  that  the  Directors  also  be  requested 
to  consider  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  barrier  of  some  type 
concurrently  with  the  improvement  of  the  bridge,  in  order  to  help 
prevent  suicides.

Supervisor  Christopher  asl?:ed  to  be  informed  of  the  complications 
which  may  result  from  the  adoption  of  the  pending  measure.  Super- 
visor Mancuso  stated  that  no  funds  were  involved. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  urged  adoption. 

Supervisor  Halley  spoke  of  the  prohibitive  costs  involved  in  con- 
structing a  water  system  as  well  as  a  sewer  system  on  the  island 
and  stated  he  would  vote  against  the  measure. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

Supervisor  Arnold  requested  that  the  privilege  of  the  floor  be  ex- 
tended to  Mr.  Raymond  E.  Hoyt,  Chief,  Regional  Office,  National 
Park  Service.  Mr.  Hoyt  emphasized  the  importance  of  having  Angel 
Island  incorporated  as  part  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Shoreline  Develop- 
ment in  that  the  present  law  required  such  action  before  it  could 
be  leased  by  the  state  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
state  would  then  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200,000  for  purchase  of 
the  island  from  the  Government  and  in  turn  would  enter  into  a 
fifty-year  lease  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  $1.00 
per  year,  with  an  option  to  renew  the  lease  on  the  same  terms,  pro- 
vided the  island  would  be  used  for  recreational  purposes. 

Motion  to  Re-refer  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  Sullivan  moved  re-reference  to  committee  for  further 
study.    Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ferdon. 
There  being  no  objection,  motion  withdrawn. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  McCarty  inquired  of  Mr.  Hoyt  as  to  the  city's  obliga- 
tions to  install  utility  services  on  the  island.  Mr.  Hoyt  replied  that 
this  would  only  be  necessary  if  the  City  believed  it  so.  There  are 
now  three  water  systems  on  the  island. 

Supervisor  McCarty  said  he  would  vote  against  the  pending  measure 
as  well  as  against  the  subsequent  measure  relating  to  requesting  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  insert  in  the  1953-54  budget 
provisions  for  funds  required  for  the  acquisition  of  the  island,  unless 
it  was  amended  to  call  upon  said  Commission  for  a  report  as  to  the 
cost  of  operating  the  island.  Up  to  the  present  time,  Supervisor 
McCarty  continued,  he  did  not  have  any  figures  with  respect  to 
cost  of  maintenance,  and  until  he  had  such  data  he  could  not  vote 
intelligently  on  either  measure. 

Supervisor  Lewis  urged  adoption  of  the  pending  measure,  claiming 
that  its  purport  is  merely  to  include  Angel  Island  in  the  Master 
Plan  for  Shoreline  Development  and  did  not  involve  the  expenditure 
of  funds  nor  did  it  commit  the  members  of  the  Board  to  vote  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  island. 

Supervisor  Christopher  suggested  that  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer,  the  Real  Estate  Department  and  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  get  together  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  prospectus 
outlining  facts  and  figures  pertaining  to  cost  of  operation  and  main- 
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tenance  of  the  island  as  a  recreational  center.  The  Supervisor  added 
that  the  people  at  the  last  November  election  voted  for  the  acquisition 
of  Angel  Island,  without  cost  to  the  city. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  urged  adoption  of  the  measure.  He  stated  that 
the  state  would  lease  the  island  to  the  city,  and  then,  if  the  city  found 
the  venture  to  be  unprofitable,  the  land  could  be  returned  to  the  state. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asserted  that  neither  funds  nor  commitments 
were  involved  in  the  adoption  of  the  present  measure  but  that  its 
adoption  was  necessary  if  the  state  is  to  purchase  the  island  from 
the  Federal  Government  and  in  turn  lease  it  to  the  city. 

Supervisor  Halley  suggested  that  the  matter  be  re-referred  to 
committee  and  that  the  California  State  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  committee's  members  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  type  of  lease  which  the  state  may  insist  that  the  city 
approve. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  This  is  a  very  simple  matter,  something  to  be 
given  to  us  by  the  state  on  a  lease  arrangement.  Let  us  do  what 
the  people  directed  us  to  do,  acquire  the  island  without  cost.  This 
does  not  require  us  to  spend  one  red  cent. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  I  would  like  to  see  a  plan,  a  concrete  plan 
as  to  the  cost  of  operating  the  island,  and  the  cost  in  dollars  and 
cents,  with  proper  bond  as  a  guarantee  against  loss.  If  this  is  the 
case,  we  should  acquire  the  island  ourselves  from  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. Until  we  have  such  suitable,  final  proposal,  I  will  not  vote 
for  the  proposals  presently  before  the  Board. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  privilege  of  the  fioor  was  extended 
to  Paul  Oppermann,  Director  of  Planning.  Mr.  Oppermann  stated 
that  before  the  city  can  acquire  Angel  Island  from  the  state,  it  must, 
pursuant  to  law,  include  the  island  as  a  part  of  the  city's  Master  Plan 
for  Shoreline  Development. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  McCarty  posed  a  question  to  Mr.  Hoyt  of  the  National 
Park  Service  but  before  a  reply  was  forthcoming.  Supervisor  Man- 
cuso rose  to  a  point  of  order,  objecting  to  method  of  procedure. 

The  President  ruled  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken,  contending 
that  Mr.  Hoyt  was  perfectly  capable  of  answering  the  question. 

To  the  question  asked  by  Supervisor  McCarty,  Mr.  Hoyt  stated 
that  the  city  must  first  adopt  the  pending  measure,  and  then  the 
state  will  withhold  the  acquisition  of  the  island  pending  advice 
from  the  city. 

At  this  point.  Supervisor  McCarty  stated  that  the  explanation 
threw  a  different  light  on  the  subject. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  What  obligation  is  placed  on  the  city  if 
we  adopt  the  pending  measure. 

Mr.  Oppermann:  There  is  no  financial  obligation.  If  appropriations 
are  eventually  required,  the  Board  must  certainly  act  on  them. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  Is  there  any  obligation  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  to  pass  certain  appropriations  by  reason  of  passing  the 
pending  measure? 

Mr.  Oppermann:  I  must  give  this  a  flat  "no."  The  Board  is  the  only 
body  to  pass  upon  the  advisability  of  any  appropriation. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  Is  it  legal  to  include  in  the  Master  Plan 
the  acquisition  and  maintenance  of  property  not  within  the  confines 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco? 

Mr.  Oppermann  replied  in  the  affirmative,  and  reminded  that  the 
city  had  other  properties  not  within  the  confines  of  the  city  such  as 
Hetch   Hetchy,   Water   Department,   and   Airport   holdings. 
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Roll  Call. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  roll  was  called  and  the 
pending  measure  was  adopted  by  the  following  vote:

Statement  by  Supervisor  Lewis  on  the  City's  Transit  Problem. 

Supervisor  Lewis  declared  that  the  only  way,  in  his  opinion,  to 
alleviate  the  city's  traffic  congestion  is  by  means  of  a  mass  transit 
system. 

The  Supervisor  reminded  the  Board  of  some  of  his  efforts  in  the 
past  which  have  resulted  in  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  Bush  and  Pine  Streets  be  made  reversible  one-way  streets 
during  certain  hours.    This  plan  has  met  with  success  in  the  east. 

2.  That  study  be  given  to  an  excellent  plan  submitted  by  Mr.  Chew 
for  an  underground  garage  on  Telegraph  Hill. 

3.  That  numerous  fringe  area  parking  lots  be  established  in  the 
downtown  area  in  lieu  of  large  parking  lots. 

4.  That  a  five-cent  transit  fare  be  established  for  travel  to  com- 
mercial establishments  in  the  downtown  area — in  other  words,  a 
shoppers'  special. 

The  Supervisor  stated  that  something  had  to  be  done,  if  only  of 
a  temporary,  remedial  nature,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  continue 
experimenting  with  new  and  different  ideas. 

Supervisor  Lewis  called  the  Board's  attention  to  a  dinner  meeting 
held  recently  by  the  Peninsula  Division  of  the  League  of  California 
Cities,  attended  by  the  various  planning  staffs  of  peninsula  towns. 
This  attendance  emphasized  the  importance  of  united  community 
planning  and  only  in  this  way,  by  means  of  a  united  front,  can  the 
problems  confronting  many  communities  be  solved. 

Supervisor  Lewis  further  called  the  Board's  attention  to  an  article 
appearing  in  a  leading  newspaper  in  Sydney,  Australia,  in  which 
mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  San  Francisco's  downtown  area 
was  being  slowly  strangled  to  death  by  transit  and  traffic  congestion. 

The  Supervisor  concluded  his  statement  by  stressing  the  impor- 
tance of  continually  exploring  and  essaying  new  ideas  until  the  city 
has  achieved  the  final  answer  to  her  transportation  and  traffic 
problems.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Mr.  Felix  Lauricella, 
attorney-at-law,  representing  the  petitioner  Sam  Re. 

Mr.  Lauricella  pointed  out  that  his  client  had  his  premises  re- 
modeled in  1948  and  that  as  a  result  of  such  alterations,  the  city  was 
getting  one  thousand  dollars  more  a  year  in  taxes.  This  Was  merely 
a  side  issue,  he  said,  to  the  main  reason,  that  Van  Ness  Avenue  was 
fast  becoming  completely  commercialized,  and  proceeded  to  point  out 
the  various  conmiercial  establishments  adjacent  to  and  in  the  general 
vicinity  of  the  property  of  his  client,  and  saw  no  reason  why  his 
client's  property  should  not  follow  the  trend. 

Paul  Oppermann,  representing  the  City  Planning  Commission,  out- 
lined the  following  reasons  for  the  adverse  action  taken  by  his 
Commission: 

1.  The  subject  parcel  is  located  in  a  high-class  residential  district, 
and  that  the  applicant,  while  requested  to  offer  stipulations,  did  not 
do  so. 

2.  Present  development  and  use  of  the  entire  block  fronting  Van 
Ness  Avenue  on  the  easterly  side,  between  Vallejo  and  Green  Streets, 
is  for  large  apartment  houses,  with  practically  no  off-street  parking 
space. 

3.  Proposed  use  in  the  new  Zoning  Ordinance  for  this  block  is 
high  density  residence,  and  introduction  of  a  commercial  use  would 
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be  in  conflict  with  the  Land  Use  Plan  scheduled  for  hearing  and 
adoption  this  month. 

4.  No  evidence  was  presented  at  the  hearing  to  show  that  the 
property  could  not  reasonably  continue  to  be  used  as  zoned. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  that  he  believed  all  of  Van  Ness  Avenue 
should  be  zoned  commercial  and  that  he  would  vote  against  the 
Commission  on  this  and  on  any  other  matters  in  the  future  affecting 
Van  Ness  Avenue  where  a  request  for  a  commercial  zone  had  been 
denied  by  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

Supervisor  Christopher  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission  was  not  being  practical  when  it  refused  to  rezone 
the  subject  parcel  for  commercial  use. 

Mr.  Oppermann  stated  that  it  was  just  as  important  to  protect  resi- 
dential values  as  it  was  to  look  out  for  the  interest  of  commercial 
properties. 

Rebuttal. 

Both  Mr.  Oppermann  and  Mr.  Lauricella  were  accorded  the  op- 
portunity of  rebuttal. 

Mr.  Oppermann  again  reminded  the  Board  that  the  petitioner  was 
asked  to  offer  stipulations  but  refused  to  do  so. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  asked  if  the  matter  could  not  be  remanded  to  the 
City  Planning  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  considering  stipula- 
tions. Mr.  Oppermann  informed  the  Supervisor  that,  pursuant  to  an 
opinion  rendered  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  Board  cannot  consider 
stipulations  nor  can  the  matter  be  sent  back  to  the  City  Planning 
Commission  for  the  purpose  of  considering  them,  and  that  the  only 
procedure  remaining  would  be  the  initiation  of  a  new  action  a  year 
hence. 

Explanation  of  Voting  Procedure. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  President  of  the  Board  in- 
formed the  members  of  the  following  voting  procedure:  A  vote  "Aye" 
overrides  the  decision  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  sustains 
the  appeal;  a  vote  "No"  sustains  the  City  Planning  Commission  and 
denies  the  appeal.

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Committee  celebrating  Boy  Scout  Week,  as  a  part  of  the  ceremonies 
attending  the  43rd  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Boy  Scout 
movement. 

Mr.  Graybiel  spoke  of  the  tremendous  strides  which  the  Boy  Scout 
movement  has  made  since  its  founding  and  its  effect  on  the  physical, 
spiritual  and  moral  wellbeing  of  America. 

Mr.  Graybiel  then  introduced  one  of  the  city's  Eagle  Scouts,  Mr. 
John  Doty,  who  spoke  on  the  progress  of  the  Boy  Scout  movement 
and  its  need  for  the  training  of  adults  to  perpetuate  the  principles 
which  the  movement  represented,  and  concluded  that  his  organization 
was  non-prejudicial  and  welcomed  all  who  were  interested. 

Supervisors  Accorded  Tenderfoot  Rating. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  talk,  Supervisors  Halley  and  McCarty 
were  asked  to  take  their  Boy  Scout  oath  and  received  pins  signifying 
their  induction  into  the  Boy  Scout  movement  as  tenderfoot  scouts.

Comment  by  Supervisor  MacPhee  Regarding  Proposed  Mission-Bartlett 
Street  Parking  Plaza  Lease. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  stated  he  thought  the  procedure  whereby  only 
one  bid  was  received  and  accepted  for  the  Mission-Bartlett  Street 
Parking  Plaza  lease  was  an  unusual  one.  He  did  not  believe  that  the 
income  derived  from  such  a  low  rental  could  possibly  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  bonds,  and  further,  that  its  fee-making  policy  was 
unfair  to  other  competitors  in  the  neighborhood  who  are  taxpayers. 
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Use  of  Bowling  Green  on  Nineteenth  Avenue  and  Sloat  Boulevard. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  stated  that  in  driving  out  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Nineteenth  Avenue  and  Sloat  Boulevard  the  other  day,  in  balmy- 
weather,  he  noticed  that  the  bowling  green  grounds  were  not  being 
used.  The  Supervisor  stated  that  such  facilities,  if  not  used  for 
bowling  green  purposes,  should  be  used  for  other  athletic  pursuits 
by  any  one  interested,  and  that  he  would  discuss  the  matter  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  at  the  first 
opportunity. 

Comment  on  Boundaries  of  McLaren  Park. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  stated  that  the  original  boundaries  of  Mc- 
Laren Park  were  established  some  26  years  ago  and  that  the 
most  absurd  factor  coming  to  his  attention  was  that  those  who  own 
land  within  the  proposed  boundaries  are  compelled  to  pay  taxes 
but  cannot  build  on  their  own  property.  About  700,000  dollars 
additionally  are  required  to  purchase  all  the  necessary  land  within 
the  proposed  boundary  and  that  his  committee  was  recommending 
the  inclusion  of  some  $150,000  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year's 
budget,  and  recommended  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
include  the  required  sum  for  the  complete  purchase  of  land  in  the 
new  budget  as  a  capital  expenditure. 

Comment  by  Supervisor  Mancuso  on  Mission-Bartlett  Street  Parking 

Plaza  Lease. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asked  the  Controller  certain  questions  con- 
cerning rentals  from  the  proposed  lease. 

The  Supervisor  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  his  understanding 
that  the  funds  from  the  off-street  parking  bond  fund  were  to  be 
used  primarily  to  provide  off-street  parking  facilities,  and  not  for 
profit. 

The  Supervisor  commended  the  Parking  Authority  for  its  efforts 
thus  far  and  since  parking  facilities  are  needed,  he  stated  he  would 
vote  for  the  proposed  lease  when  it  came  before  the  Board. 

Discussion    on    Preparation    of    Charter    Amendment    Relating    to    the 
Formation  of  a  Transit  Authority. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asked  Supervisor  McCarty  for  an  explanation 
of  what  had  been  done  and  what  is  proposed  being  done  to  hasten 
the  preparation  of  a  proposed  Charter  amendment  looking  to  the 
formation  of  a  Transit  Authority.  Supervisor  McCarty  stated  that 
the  City  Attorney's  office  had  been  asked  to  prepare  such  an  amend- 
ment but  had  replied  that  before  doing  so,  certain  questions  must 
be  answered  so  that  an  intelligent  approach  could  be  had  to  the 
problem.  A  committee  hearing  was  then  held  and  certain  downtown 
groups  were  asked  to  be  present  and  express  their  views  in  the 
matter,  and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  matter  be  turned  over 
to  the  Charter  Revision  Committee,  but,  the  Supervisor  stated,  "it 
was  like  pulling  teeth  to  get  an  expression  from  anybody."  However, 
with  Salary  Standardization,  rent  control  and  other  more  important 
matters  in  the  offing,  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  premises  nor  is 
any  action  contemplated  in  the  immediate  future. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  that  if  he  were  the  City  Attorney,  he 
would  submit  something  concrete  to  the  Board  to  work  on,  and  that 
the  present  impasse  was  due  to  someone  passing  the  buck.  The 
Supervisor  stated  he  would  prepare  a  request  for  the  preparation  of 
a  Charter  amendment,  in  which  certain  definite  policies  would  be 
set  forth.  The  request  would  then  go  to  the  City  Attorney  for 
drafting  into  proper  form.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  as 
presently  established,  cannot  adequately  manage  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way and  the  people  should  have  the  opportunity  of  voting  on  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  they  desired  the  formation  of  a  Transit 
Authority.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Lewis  spoke  of  a  meeting  recently  held  between  offi- 
cials of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  those  representing 
Alameda  County.  The  meeting  was  a  very  satisfactory  one  and 
agreement  was  reached  with  respect  to  some  phases  of  the  problem 
relating  to  the  simultaneous  construction  of  a  parallel  and  a  southern 
crossing.  It  was  agreed  that  the  two  crossings  could  be  built  provided 
it  was  definitely  established  that  their  financing  would  not  be 
placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  ad  valorem  taxpayer.  Accord  was  also 
reached  as  to  both  bridgeheads  and  bridges,  and  that  these  should  be 
tied  down  by  definite  legislation.  The  city  should  be  assured,  Super- 
visor Lewis  continued,  that  until  plans  have  been  brought  to  a 
state  approaching  those  of  a  parallel  crossing,  nothing  should  be  done 
with  respect  to  actual  construction  and  this  should  be  tied  down 
by  definite  state  legislation.  It  must  be  realized  that  engineering 
plans  for  the  parallel  crossing  are  practically  in  a  state  of  comple- 
tion. It  would  probably  take  two  or  three  years  to  catch  up  with  the 
engineering  plans  for  a  southern  crossing.  The  question  would  be, 
should  the  building  of  the  parallel  crossing  wait  until  such  time  as 
the  plans  and  engineering  studies  for  a  southern  crossing  catch  up 
with  the  completion  of  the  engineering  studies  and  plans  for  a 
parallel  crossing?  The  Alameda  County  representatives  stated  they 
were  perfectly  satisfied  to  wait  until  the  completion  of  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  a  southern  crossing  and  then  build  both  cross- 
ings simultaneously. 

Seating  of  Guest. 

President  Dewey  Mead,  noting  the  presence  of  State  Senator  Gerald 
O'Gara  in  the  audience,  requested  that  he  be  escorted  to  the  rostrum. 

Continuation  of  Discussion. 

Suprvisor  Christopher:  Does  this  plan  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  Alameda  group? 

Supervisor  Lewis:  We  did  not  present  any  plan  formally  or  in- 
formally unless  it  was  so  authorized. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  that  the  pending  measure  should  be  con- 
tinued on  the  calendar  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  or  until  another 
meeting  has  been  held  with  the  Alameda  County  group. 

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  was  ready  to  vote  for  the  pending 
measure  and  to  insist  that  the  mandates  of  the  resolution  be  carried 
out  to  the  letter.  He  objected  to  the  many  ramifications  which  maj^ 
ensue  as  a  result  of  the  meeting  between  the  two  groups  and  that 
he  was  perfectly  satisfied  in  following  the  language  of  the  pending 
measure  and  not  to  go  beyond. 

Substitute  Motion. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  committee  made  it 
clear  to  the  East  Bay  group  that  it  was  not  going  back  to  the  Board 
until  a  definite  plan  of  financing  the  two  crossings  was  agreed  to. 

He  thereupon  moved,  as  a  substitute,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mc- 
Carty,  that  the  pending  measure  be  re-referred  to  committee. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stressed  the  fact  that  the  committee  represent- 
ing the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  had  reached  no  agreement 
with  the  East  Bay  contingent  except  to  meet  again,  and  that  he  did 
not  like  to  see  any  new  ideas  presented  when  specific  instructions 
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had  been  given  to  the  San  Francisco  committee.  He  concluded  by 
saying  that  the  pending  measure  should  be  tabled  until  the  com- 
mittee comes  up  with  definite  legislation  or  with  a  report  that  it 
had  failed.

County. 

2.  Location  of  bridgeheads. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  We  did  not  reach  any  agreement  whatsoever 
and  I  would  like  to  ask  Supervisor  Dobbs  and  the  Chief  Administra- 
tive Officer  if  they  believed  we  had  reached  any  agreements. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Halley  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that  the 
only  matter  before  the  Board  is  whether  or  not  the  pending  measure 
should  be  re-referred  to  committee. 

The  President  ruled  the  point  of  order  well  taken. 

Explanation  o£  Vote. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  stated  he  intended  to  vote  against  the  motion 
for  re-reference,  because  the  Board  should  not  think  solely  in  terms 
of  what  is  needed  today,  but  what  may  be  needed  ten  or  fifteen  years 
hence,  and  since  time  is  of  the  essence,  we  should  forthwith  take 
action  to  build  both  bridges  simultaneously  and  immediately.

(The  foregoing  is  a  request  of  Supervisor  Lewis  made  in 
Board  meeting  of  December  15,  1952.) 
February  2,   1953 — Consideration  continued  to  February  16,   1953. 

Introduction  of  Legislation. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  matter.  Supervisor  Lewis  pre- 
sented the  following  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee:

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Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  accorded  Honorable  Gerald  O'Gara, 
State  Senator,  who  called  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  the  efforts  made  by  Supervisor  Lewis  some  ten  years  ago  to 
initiate  action  looking  to  the  creation  of  a  mass  transit  system  to 
serve  the  Bay  Area;  how  the  present  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission was  formed  and  that  Senate  Bill  109,  which  he  recently  intro- 
duced in  the  Senate,  proposes  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400,000  as 
the  state's  share  toward  the  cost  of  plans  and  specifications  for  a  Bay 
Area  transit  system,  provided,  however,  that  the  interested  counties 
contribute  their  proportionate  share  of  the  cost,  computed  on  a 
population  basis.  Senator  O'Gara  concluded  his  remarks  by  stressing 
the  fact  that  Supervisor  Lewis  has  been  a  dominating  factor  in  the 
fight  for  mass  transit. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  extended  to  Harry  A.  Mitchell, 
Mayor  of  Atherton  and  Chairman  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
mission, who  stressed  the  importance  of  adopting  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Roll  Call.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  accorded  James  H.  Turner,  Manager 
of  Utilities,  who  informed  the  Board  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission had  recommended  against  the  enactment  of  the  pending 
measure  for  the  reason  that  the  street  cars  on  Market  Street  served 
heavily  populated  areas  of  the  city. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to  permit 
use  of  the  car  track  roadway  on  Market  Street  at  all  hours  but 
merely  during  the  off-peak  periods,  and  recounted  how  he  had  occa- 
sion to  notice  that  Market  Street  for  considerable  of  its  length  was 
devoid  of  street  cars  during  the  off-peak  periods. 

Amendment. 

He  thereupon  moved  that  the  measure  be  amended  to  provide 
that  vehicles  be  permitted  to  use  the  car  track  roadway  on  Market 
Street  during  periods  of  time  other  than  from  7  to  9  a.  m.  and 
4  to  6  p.  m. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  declared  he  would  second  the  foregoing 
motion  if  he  found  the  proper  answer  to  the  query  which  he  intended 
to  propound  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  asked  Mr.  Turner  what  he  thought  of  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Supervisor  Lewis.  Mr,  Turner  replied  that 
the  patterns  adopted  by  other  large  progressive  cities,  provided  that 
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the  car  track  roadway  be  kept  clear  at  all  times,  and  mentioned  the 
cities  of  Pittsburgh,  Philadelphia  and  San  Diego  as  examples. 

Captain  Jack  Eker,  Director  of  Traffic,  Police  Department,  stated 
he  had  conferred  with  Mr.  Miller,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway, 
and  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Police  Commission  that  no 
change  be  made  in  the  present  ordinance. 

Supervisor  Lewis  advocated  that  the  measure  be  passed  on  an 
experimental  basis. 

There  being  no  second,  the  proposed  amendment  failed. 

Roll  Call. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  and  the  pending  measure  was 
refused  passage  for  second  reading  by  the  following  vote:

Consideration  of  Off-Calendar  Matter. 
Suspension  of  Rules. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  MacPhee,  that 
the  rules  be  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  considering  an  off-calendar 
matter,  namely,  hearing  from  the  Parking  Authority  members  in 
connection  with  questions  which  may  be  asked  of  them  concerning 
the  Mission-Bartlett  Street  Parking  Plaza  and  other  relevant  matters 
pertaining  to  off-street  parking. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher  asked  certain  questions  of  Mr.  Albert  H. 
Jacobs,  Chairman  of  the  Parking  Authority,  regarding  parking  facili- 
ties and  whether  the  project  is  expected  to  be  on  a  self-supporting 
basis. 

Supervisor  Christopher  next  inquired  into  the  proposed  Ellis  Street 
parking  facility  and  asked  if  this  particular  site  will  encounter  the 
same  difficulties  experienced  by  the  garage  at  450  Sutter  Street. 

Mr.  Jacobs  stated  that  public  hearings  with  interested  parties  were 
held  and  that  it  was  determined  that  the  proposed  elimination  of 
left-hand  turns  into  Ellis  Street  and  parking  prohibition  in  the  area 
adjacent  to  the  proposed  site,  would  relieve  congestion.  Mr.  Jacobs 
stated  that  the  project  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Down  Town 
Association,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Real  Estate 
Board  and  others,  and  not  a  single  objection  was  received. 

Here  Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  into  the  proposed  parking 
site  at  O'Farrell  and  Mason  Streets.  Mr.  Jacobs  replied  that  such 
a  site  was  merely  in  the  blueprint  stage. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  I  made  the  statement  to  the  committee 
that  five  years  ago  the  people  of  San  Francisco  voted  five  million 
dollars  in  bonds  to  establish  facilities  on  fringe  areas  to  encourage 
rapid  transit  and  it  was  my  thought  that  parking  facilities  would 
be  forthcoming  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Over  a  period  of 
three  years  now,  we  have  but  one  actual  accomplishment,  that  is 
the  Mission-Bartlett  parking  garage,  due  more  to  the  initiative  of 
the  Mission  Merchants  Association  than  to  the  Parking  Authority. 
They  are  spending  approximately  forty  thousand  dollars  a  year  at 
the  present  time  and  it  is  my  contention  that  the  Real  Estate  De- 
partment could  handle  the  job  and  not  make  a  huge  bureau  out  of 
it  to  spend  the  taxpayers'  money.  I  still  believe  that  after  five  years 
and  the  people  having  voted  five  million  dollars  in  bonds,  results  as 
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of  this  moment  have  not  been  sufficient.  I  believe  they  could  have 
hurried  the  project  a  great  deal  faster  than  they  have.  If  the  Park- 
ing Authority  is  able  to  work  out  parking  facilities  for  which  they 
were  established  five  years  ago,  well  and  good. 

Mr.  Jacobs  informed  Supervisor  Christopher  that  he  was  off  ap- 
proximately 40  per  cent  on  his  narration  of  facts.  The  Parking 
Authority  was  not  formed  in  1947  but  activated  in  1949;  that  it  took 
time  to  do  the  following  things:  three  or  four  months  trying  to  find 
quarters  for  the  Authority  and  to  have  the  necessary  appropriations 
approved.  It  wasn't  until  April  of  1950  that  the  Authority  actually 
began  operating.  The  Mission-Bartlett  project  took  20  months;  the  St. 
Mary's  Square  Garage,  10  months.  Time  and  time  again  the  Authority 
tried  to  get  legislation  enacted  without  delay,  but  were  told  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  Mr.  McGrath,  that  it  must  proceed  through 
regular  channels.  The  Authority  stands  on  its  record;  it  has  nothing 
to  be  ashamed  of;  it  has  tried  to  proceed  on  each  project  as  quickly 
as  possible.  The  Real  Estate  Department  has  been  very  helpful,  and 
until  we  actually  acquire  property,  we  cannot  call  for  bids. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  I  still  do  not  believe  that  all  has  been 
accomplished  which  could  have  been  accomplished  during  the  past 
three  years. 

Supervisor  Lewis  commended  the  Parking  Authority  for  its  fine 
work  and  suggested  that  before  all  of  the  bond  money  is  used,  con- 
sideration be  given  to  establishing  fringe  parking  areas  in  the  down- 
town district,  even  if  such  facilities  have  to  be  subsidized.  If  such 
fringe  area  parking  facilities  were  set  up,  then  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  could  inaugurate   a  five-cent  transit  loop   plan. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  admitted  that  his  information  which  he  had 
received  to  the  effect  that  the  monthly  income  from  the  lease  of 
the  Mission-Bartlett  Parking  Plaza  would  be  insufficient  to  pay  the 
bond  interest,  was  in  error.  Interest  on  the  bonds  figured  at  1.4 
per  cent  would  amount  to  about  $7,500  per  year  while  the  yearly 
rental  would  amount  to  some  $18,000,  although  the  estimate  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  based  on  a  higher  parking  fee, 
would  run  around  $31,800  per  year. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  asked  Mr.  Jacobs,  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed parking  site  on  Ellis  Street,  if  plans  had  been  made  to  widen 
the  street  so  as  to  permit  proper  and  adequate  ingress  and  egress. 
Mr.  Jacobs  replied  that  it  is  proposed  to  make  Ellis  Street  a  one-way 
street,  westbound,  and  O'Farrell  Street,  one  way,  eastbound,  and  this 
would  take  care  of  the  ingress  and  egress  problem. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asked  what  the  cost  would  be  should  the 
Parking  Authority  decide  to  operate  the  Mission-Bartlett  Parking 
Plaza.  Mr.  Jacobs  replied  that  the  question  would  concommitantly 
arise  as  to  whether  the  city  should  enter  the  parking  business  or 
lease  the  facilities. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  Do  you  feel  the  Mission  Merchants  Associa- 
tion should  make  a  profit  out  of  the  operation? 

Mr.  Jacobs:  My  feelings  do  not  enter  into'  this.  They  will  either 
make  a  profit  or  a  loss. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  The  people,  in  approving  the  bonds,  did  so 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  parking  and  not  for  profit. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  the  Mission 
Merchants  Association  should  make  a  profit  out  of  the  venture,  and 
that  the  city  should  have  attempted  to  get  more  than  the  53  per  cent 
of  the  gross  profits  as  called  for  by  the  lease. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  moved  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for  Morris 
Uglow,  President  of  the  Mission  Merchants  Association.  Mr.  Uglow 
praised  the  Parking  Authority  as  being  efficient  and  expeditious.   He 
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stated  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  his  Association  to  make  a  profit 
from  the  lease  but  rather  to  provide  cheap  but  adequate  parking. 

Suspension  of  Rules. 

In  order  to  properly  bring  the  Mission-Bartlett  Parking  Plaza  lease 
before  the  Board  for  consideration.  Supervisor  Halley  moved,  sec- 
onded by  Supervisor  Mancuso,  that  the  rules  be  suspended  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  following  recommendation  of  Finance 
Committee  out  of  order. 

No  objection  and  so  ordered. 

Adopted. 

Confirming  Five- Year  Lease  of  the  Mission-Bartlett  Parking  Plaza  to 
the    Mission    Street    Merchants    Association    Parking    Corporation.

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  extended  to  William  H.  Wood- 
field,  Jr.,  who,  aside  from  commending  the  Parking  Authority  for 
a  job  well  done,  ventured  the  opinion  that  the  Mission  Street  Mer- 
chants Association  would  lose  money  from  the  operation  of  the 
parking  plaza. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  How  were  the  bids  advertised? 

Mr.  Jacobs:  Twenty-four  different  people  were  solicited  and  noti- 
fied that  bids  would  be  received  and  opened  on  a  certain  date,  and 
only  one  bid  was  received.

Supervisor  McCarty  urged  that  definite  action  be  taken  on  the 
matter  today  since  S.  H.  Kress  and  Company  will  have  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  appear  before  the  Parking  Authority  and  again  before  the 
Finance  Committee  when  the  necessary  appropriation  is  before  the 
body. 

Supervisor  Lewis  called  the  Board's  attention  to  the  philosophy 
outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Mayor's  1947  Technical  Committee,  when 
it  advocated  location  of  parking  lots  adjacent  to  freeways.  Then 
came  DeLeuw  who  agreed  with  the  thinking  of  the  Mayor's  Tech- 
nical Committee  and  advocated  fringe  parking  areas.  Supervisor 
Lewis  thereupon  called  upon  Mr.  Oppermann,  Director  of  Planning, 
for  comment. 
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Mr.  Oppermann  stated  that  his  Commission  had  to  some  extent 
followed  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayor's  Technical  Committee 
and  the  DeLeuw  Report.  The  Commission's  Traflficways  Plan  is 
based  on  some  of  the  abovementioned  reports  but  also  on  results 
of  investigations  in  the  field,  and  before  the  Commission  had  adopted 
the  Traffic  ways  Plan,  all  of  the  reports  on  the  subject  had  been 
investigated  and  studied. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that  the 
only  matter  before  the  Board  was  the  motion  to  continue  considera- 
tion for  a  period  of  three  weeks. 

Point  of  Order  Well  Taken. 

The  President  ruled  the  point  of  order  well  taken. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  disagreed  with  the  views  expressed  by  Super- 
visor McCarty  that  Mr.  Compagno  would  be  accorded  the  oppor- 
tunity of  discussing  the  pending  measure  on  several  occasions  in 
the  future.  The  Supervisor  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
received  a  phone  call  from  a  party  in  Sacramento  asking  that  the 
measure  be  continued  in  committee  and  was  surprised  to  learn  that 
it  has  appeared  before  the  Board  with  its  recommendation.  He  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  having  a  public  hearing  on  the  measure, 
according  downtown  groups,  individuals  and  improvement  clubs  the 
privilege  of  expressing  their  respective  views. 

Vining  T.  Fisher,  Executive  Director  of  the  Parking  Authority, 
stated  he  believed  the  present  measure  should  follow  the  pattern 
outlined  for  the  St.  Mary's  Square  Underground  Garage  and  the 
Mission-Bartlett  Parking  Lot;  that  many  downtown  organizations 
had  endorsed  the  project  and  that  the  measure  should  be  adopted 
without  delay.  Mr.  Fisher  reminded  the  Board  that  a  request  for 
the  necessary  appropriation  could  not  be  made  until  official  sanction 
had  been  given  to  the  pending  measure. 

The  Controller,  when  asked  for  his  opinion  regarding  considera- 
tion of  the  required  appropriation  ordinance,  stated  that  there  was 
no  question  but  that  both  measures  could  be  considered  concurrently 
by  the  Board.

Many  airline  com- 
panies use  the  airport's  facilities  and  that  it  was  incumbent  and 
imperative  that  the  Board  authorize  the  attendance  of  the  persons 
mentioned  in  the  measure  so  that  further  business  for  the  airport 
may  be  developed. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  George  M.  Dixon, 
Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  who  stated  that  the  Air- 
port Operators'  Council  met  every  year,  and  was  attended  by  not 
only  representatives  from  all  over  the  country  but  by  representatives 
of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  Engineering  and  other  vital  prob- 
lems were  thoroughly  discussed  and  ideas  studied.  Mr.  Dixon  stressed 
the  importance  of  authorizing  attendance  of  the  individuals  men- 
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tioned  in  the  measure,  pointing  out  that  it  was  impossible  for  one 
man  to  assimilate  all  of  the  information  or  ideas  which  may  be 
advanced  or  formulated. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  declared  that  he  considered  it  advisable  and 
to  the  benefit  of  the  city  and  county  to  exchange  ideas  and  other 
relative  data  concerning  airport  planning  and  improvement. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  philosophized  that  two  persons  constituted  com- 
pany, three  a  crowd  and  four  a  multitude  and  felt  that  the  city 
should  send  but  two  representatives  to  the  conclave. 

Amendment  to  Amendment. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  accordingly  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Christopher,  that  the  pending  measure  be  amended  to  provide  au- 
thorization for  the  attendance  of  two  representatives  at  the  convention 
instead  of  four. 

Statement  by  Mr.  Dixon. 

The  Manager  of  the  Airport  urged  that  the  Board  authorize  the  at- 
tendance of  the  four  representatives  as  called  for  by  the  pending 
measure,  pointing  out  that  undoubtedly  many  problems  would  be 
discussed  at  the  convention  involving  legal  questions  and  the  subject 
of  taxation. 

Mr.  Dixon  stated  that  revenues  this  year  would  probably  exceed 
one  million  dollars,  which  will  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  operating 
costs  and  the  interest  on  bonds,  and  in  about  three  to  five  years 
after  the  completion  of  the  new  Terminal  Building,  sufficient  reve- 
nues will  be  realized  to  operate  in  the  black. 

Supervisor  McCarty  expressed  the  opinion  that  to  send  the  four 
representatives  would  achieve  the  greatest  benefit  at  a  nominal  cost. 

Amendment  Withdrawn. 

There  being  no  objection,  Supervisor  Christopher  withdrew  his 
amendment.  The  President  then  ruled  that  Supervisor  Ferdon's 
amendment  to  the  amendment,  is  now  an  amendment.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asked  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  for 
his  comments  on  the  pending  measure. 

Mr.  Brooks  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  building  should  never 
have  been  built  in  its  present  location,  and  that  the  contractor  had 
failed  in  some  of  his  requirements.  The  subject  appropriation  is 
necessary  so  that  rain  water  may  be  properly  drained  and  not  per- 
mitted to  undermine  the  buildings.  This  is  but  one  of  the  jobs  which 
must  be  done  to  make  certain  that  none  of  the  buildings  will  suffer. 

Supervisor  Mead  stated  that  the  subject  matter  was  a  sore  spot 
with  him,  and  that  the  matter  of  proper  drainage  was  taken  up  some 
two  years  ago.  Many  things  were  not  done  in  proper  manner  and 
finagling  was  indulged  in.  Window  panes  were  supposed  to  be  of 
unbreakable  glass;  some  were  and  some  were  not.  The  contractor  had 
not  done  his  job  correctly  or  efficiently.  The  drainage  system  certainly 
should  have  been  taken  care  of.  The  building  is  poorly  constructed. 
The  Supervisor  stated  that  he  was  in  the  contracting  business,  and  if 
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he  did  not  do  a  job  correctly,  he  would  certainly  do  it  all  over  again. 
He  stated  he  would  vote  against  the  measure  in  the  hopes,  that 
legally,  something  might  be  done  to  correct  the  situation. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  Has  the  city  a  suit  against  the  architect  to 
see  that  the  proper  drainage  system  was  included  in  the  plans 
originally? 

Mr.  Brooks:  The  project  was  unsatisfactory  in  the  first  place.  The 
architect  drew  plans  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  Juvenile  authori- 
ties. The  contractors  performed  all  of  the  work.  The  city  cannot 
compel  the  contractors  to  do  this  work.  There  will  be  other  repairs 
necessary;  however,  this  is  the  first  because  it  involves  drainage. 

Supervisor  Christopher  suggested  that  the  City  Attorney  go  over 
the  contract  to  determine  if  there  has  been  non-compliance  with  any 
of  its  terms. 

Mr.  Brooks  stated  that  the  City  Attorney  had  to  be  called  in  to  . 
compel  compliance  with  all  of  the  requirements  of  the  contract.        ^

Supervisor  Arnold  further  stated  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 


^^^pon  transmission  to  the  Board  of  its  report  on  data  which  had  been 
submitted  by  the  Board  on  February  24th,  had  recommended  addi- 
tional increases  amounting  to  ninety-five  thousand  dollars  plus.  The 
Finance  Committee,  after  long  and  diligent  study,  amended  said 
schedules  to  the  extent  of  some  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars.  This  amount,  he  pointed  out,  was  exclusive  of  retirement 
amounts,  fringe  benefits  and  the  like.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
statement,  he  moved  that  the  Finance  Committee's  Report  be  adopted. 

Supervisor  McCarty  concurred  in  Supervisor  Arnold's  statement, 
declaring  that  the  committee  attempted  to  bring  out  a  unanimous 
report,  and  while  he  felt  that  certain  recommendations  should  have 
been  higher,  he  believed  the  efforts  of  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
sulted in  such  rates  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  under  existing 
conditions.  He  concluded  by  saying  that  he  was  in  accord  with  the 
ultimate  conclusions  reached  as  a  whole,  and  that  he  would  second 
Supervisor  Arnold's  motion  that  the  report  be  adopted  in  its  entirety.

General  Discussion  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Program  for  1953-1959 
Submitted  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning  as  of  January,  1953. 

(Pursuant  to  request  of  Supervisor  Lewis  made  in  meeting 
of  Board  of  Supervisors  on  February  9,  1953.) 
March  2,  1953 — Consideration  continued  to  March  23,   1953. 
There  being  no  objection,  consideration  of  the  foregoing  matter 
was  teynporarily  postponed  pending  arrival  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Request  for  Information  on  Widening  of  Waldo  Approach. 

Supervisor  Christopher  asked  permission  to  ask  questions  of  the 
directors  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District,  who 
were  present,  regarding  the  widening  of  Waldo  Approach. 

There  being  no  objection,  permission  was  granted. 

Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  if  some  way  could  not  be  found 
whereby  the  cost  of  reconstructing  the  Waldo  Approach  could  be 
fully  borne  by  the  State  Division  of  Highways  and  thus  obviate  the 
necessity  of  having  the  Bridge  District  bear  a  portion  of  such  expense. 

Mr.  Joseph  J.  Diviny,  President  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and 
Highway  District,  stated  that  the  money  needed  for  the  work  was 
coming  from  the  State  Sinking  Fund  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,000,  to  be 
repaid  after  the  bridge  bonds  had  been  redeemed  at  a  1^  per  cent 
rate  of  interest. 

James  Adam,  Public  Relations  Officer  for  the  Bridge  District, 
informed  the  Board  of  the  following  facts:  The  present  Waldo 
Approach  has  a  6  per  cent  grade;  the  Bridge  District  has  gone  into 
this  matter  very  thoroughly,  and  a  3.3  per  cent  grade  was  recom- 
mended by  a  Baltimore  engineering  firm.  In  1947  the  Bridge  District 
was  instrumental  in  having  the  State  Legislature  enact  a  law  which 
permitted  the  District  to  obtain  a  loan  of  five  million  dollars.  In  the 
meantime,  the  District  asked  the  State  Division  of  Highways  to 
make  a  survey  and  the  decision  was  reached,  recommending  the 
widening  of  the  Waldo  Approach.  The  District  then  reached  an 
agreement  with  the  Division  of  Highways  for  the  widening  of  the 
Approach,  the  total  project  costing  $7,500,000,  five  million  dollars 
to  be  repaid  by  the  District  after  the  bonded  indebtedness  had  been 
paid  off  in  1971,  by  revenues  received  from  tolls. 

Supervisor  Christopher  mentioned  that  his  only  concern  was 
whether  everything  had  been  done  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  the 
District  having  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  improving  the  Waldo 
Approach.  Mr.  Adam  assured  the  Supervisor  that  the  foregoing  deal 
was  the  best  the  District  could  possibly  obtain. 

Consideration  of  Matter  Out  of  Order. 

There  being  no  objection.  Supervisor  McCarty  brought  up  the 
subject  of  the  Board's  immediate  consideration  of  a  measure  opposing 
proposed  bills  now  pending  in  the  State  Legislature,  dealing  with 
transferring  control  and  maintenance  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
to  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority. 
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Supervisor  McCarty:  Last  Monday  I  introduced  a  resolution  oppos- 
ing three  bills  presented  by  Senator  McCarthy,  proposing  to  turn 
over  the  bridge  to  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority.  I  informed 
the  Board  that  a  committee  hearing  would  be  held  on  March  24th. 
I  therefore  asked  for  immediate  consideration.  Supervisor  Mancuso 
objected  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  committee.  The  committee 
scheduled  a  hearing  for  last  Wednesday.  When  the  matter  was  heard, 
the  bridge  directors  were  present,  as  well  as  its  attorney,  Florence 
McAuliffe,  but  Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  the  matter  would  not  be 
heard,  because  Senator  McCarthy  could  not  be  present.  I  suggested 
the  matter  be  sent  back  to  the  Board,  contending  that  Senator  Mc- 
Carthy was  here  two  months  ago  on  the  same  question.  Supervisor 
Mancuso  replied  that  there  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  the  hearings 
could  be  postponed.  I  was  informed  by  the  Down  Town  Association 
that  the  hearings  would  proceed  tomorrow.  I  received  a  telephone 
call  this  morning  that  the  committee  hearings  were  going  to  proceed 
tomorrow.  Therefore,  I  feel  that  regardless  of  what  action  the 
Board  might  take,  I  think  the  matter  should  be  considered  today 
so  that  whatever  action  the  Board  might  take  can  be  relayed  to  the 
legislative  committee  for  its  study  tomorrow. 

Point  of  Information. 

In  answer  to  a  question  propounded  to  him,  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Thomas  Blanchard  advised  the  Board  that  a  majority  of  the  Board 
members  present  could  vote  to  call  the  matter  out  of  committee  for 
action  at  any  time. 

Motion  to  Call  Measure  Out  of  Committee. 

Supervisor  McCarty  accordingly  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Halley,  that  the  measure  which  he  introduced  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  designated  as  File  No.  10162,  "Opposing 
enactment  of  Senate  Bills  Nos.  558,  559  and  562  relating  to  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District,"  be  called  out  of  the  County, 
State  and  National  Affairs  Conmiittee  for  immediate  consideration 
by  the  Board. 

Ruling  by  President. 

The  President  ruled  that  the  foregoing  measure  was  properly  before 
the  Board. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  last  time  you 
ruled  that  a  motion  such  as  Supervisor  McCarty's  motion,  had  to 
have  the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  motion  was  so  made.  You 
then  entertained  a  motion  for  immediate  consideration  which  re- 
quired only  six  votes. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  McCarty  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that  Super- 
visor Mancuso's  statement  was  not  before  the  Board  and  therefore 
out  of  order. 

Point  of  Order  Well  Taken. 

The  President  ruled  Supervisor  McCarty's  point  of  order  well  taken. 

The  President  of  the  Board  informed  Supervisor  Mancuso  that 
at  the  time  mentioned  by  him  it  was  the  practice  to  call  for  the 
suspension  of  the  rules  but  not  now. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  informed  the  Board  that 
it  was  his  opinion  that  the  Board  had  control  over  any  of  its  legisla- 
tion, and  that  Supervisor  McCarty's  measure  could  be  voted  upon 
today,  but  suggested  that  it  be  heard  by  the  Board  sitting  as  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 
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Supervisor  Mancuso  questioned  the  legality  of  Supervisor  Mc- 
carty's motion.  At  this  point,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  apprized  the 
members  of  the  wording  of  Section  8  of  Ordinance  No.  6071  (Series 
of  1939),  "Legislative  Procedure  Ordinance,"  which  read  in  part  as 
follows:  "Unless  otherwise  authorized  or  directed  by  the  Board,  if 
the  committee  to  which  any  measure  has  been  referred  has  not  re- 
ported said  measure  to  the  Board  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  such  reference,  any  jnember  of  the  Board  may,  at 
any  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  call  for  said  measure.  .  .  ." 

Supervisor  Ferdon  asked  that  the  measure  be  read  so  that  he 
could  refresh  his  memory.    The  Clerk  thereupon  did  so. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  When  Senator  McCarthy  was  heard  several 
months  ago,  he  asked  for  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  speak  in  general 
terms  regarding  the  operation  of  the  bridge.  The  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  committee  and  we  held  a  hearing  on  the  information 
furnished  by  Senator  McCarthy.  We  felt  that  since  no  legislation 
was  introduced,  we  were  proceeding  along  uncertain  lines.  As  a 
result  of  bills  introduced  in  Sacramento,  we  asked  Senator  McCarthy 
to  send  us  copies  of  his  bills.  This  was  done  and  I  introduced  the 
bills.  He  asked  me  if  the  matter  could  be  put  over  a  week  from  today 
because  he  was  busy  in  Sacramento  and  he  wanted  to  appear  before 
the  Board  to  explain  why  his  bills  should  be  supported  in  Sacra- 
mento. At  the  committee  hearing  last  Wednesday,  I  explained  that 
to  the  directors  of  the  bridge  district  and  that  the  matter  would  be 
put  on  the  calendar,  to  be  heard  by  this  Board  a  week  from  today 
at  4:00  p.  m.  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  attempt  to  have  a  hearing 
when  there  is  only  one  side  available  to  be  heard.  Senator  McCarthy 
told  me  that  amendments  have  already  been  introduced  to  the  pend- 
ing bills.  I  understand  two  amendments  have  been  introduced,  one 
of  which  provides  that  all  of  the  expense  of  maintenance  and  upkeep 
will  be  borne  by  tolls,  that  none  of  the  money  will  be  taken  from 
the  gas  tax  fund.  Another  amendment  provides  that  San  Francisco 
will  be  relieved  of  her  future  obligations. 

Supervisor  Lewis  supported  the  stand  taken  by  Supervisor  Mancuso 
that  consideration  of  the  pending  measure  should  be  continued  for 
a  period  of  one  week. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  warned  that  the  Board  should  approach  the 
problem  along  common  sense  lines  and  that  we  should  not  antagonize 
Senator  McCarthy  or  any  other  official  whose  support  the  city  might 
need  for  the  construction  of  a  southern  crossing. 

Roll  Call. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  on  Supervisor  McCarty's  motion 
to  call  from  committee  File  No.  10162  relating  to  bills  affecting  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and  it  lost  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes:    Supervisors  Arnold,  Halley,  McCarty,  Mead — 4. 

Noes:  Supervisors  Christopher,  Dobbs,  Ferdon,  Lewis,  MacPhee, 
Mancuso,  Sullivan — 7. 

Resumption   of   Consideration    of   Discussion    Concerning   the    Capital 
Improvement  Program. 

Upon  the  appearance  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the  Chambers, 
he  was  asked  to  comment  on  the  proposed  capital  improvement 
program. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  he  was  in  the  midst  of  studying  the  1953-54 
budget  requests  and  that  he  was  encountering  much  difficulty  in 
that  it  contained  many  desirable  projects;  however,  he  intended 
to  ask  the  Public  Utilities  Commisison  to  submit  a  request  for  an 
appropriation  of  $45,000  to  cover  cost  of  engineering  studies  looking 
to  the  construction  of  a  subway  and  that  he  expected  the  proposed 
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bond  issue  for  such  a  project  could  be  submitted  to  the  electorate 
in  1954. 

Supervisor  Christopher  questioned  the  wisdom  of  appropriating 
the  funds,  contending  that  there  were  worthier  projects  which 
required  more  urgent  attention,  such  as  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
Laguna  Honda  and  Hassler  Health  Homes,  rehabilitation  of  the 
Civic  Auditorium,  and  the  construction  of  a  central  office  building 
which  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  the  city  spending  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  a  year  in  rentals;  and  asked  if  the  Mayor  could 
not  exercise  his  prerogatives,  under  the  Charter,  and  have  the  various 
city  departments  submit  what  they  considered  to  be  their  most 
urgent  projects,  and  have  such  projects  molded  into  a  single  bond 
issue,  to  be  submitted  to  the  electorate  in  November  of  this  year. 

The  Mayor  countered  by  stating  that  he  had  discussed  the  subject 
with  the  various  departments  and  that  he  believed  only  the  most 
urgent  bond  issues  should  be  submitted  this  November  with  the 
remainder  the  next  year. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  Parking  lots  or  parking  garages  is  only  piece- 
meal relief.  San  Francisco  is  being  strangled  downtown  and  is  losing 
out  to  the  outside  districts.  San  Francisco  is  dying  on  the  vine.  It 
is  a  very  difficult  problem.  We  must  face  this  problem  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  I  see  nothing  but  darkness  until  1959  through  the 
Capital  Improvement  Program,  which  contains  nothing  more  or  less 
than  budgetary  requirements.  The  City  Planning  Commission  can 
come  here  with  a  definite  plan  to  alleviate  the  traffic  situation  in 
San  Francisco,  and  start  figuring  out  some  way  to  start  moving  the 
people  so  as  to  avoid  economic  strangulation.  Time  is  moving  against 
us.  This  is  not  intended  to  be  a  criticism;  no  personalities  intended. 
We  are  all  working  together. 

Supervisor  Lewis  urged  closer  cooperation  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission  with  other  planning  commissions  of  the  Bay  Area  and 
emphasized  the  fact  that  just  because  the  problem  is  a  most  difficult 
one,  it  should  not  be  bypassed  for  future  action. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  called  the  Board's  attention  to  an  improve- 
ment program  which  he  had  presented  some  time  ago  having  to  do 
with  rehabilitating  facilities  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  providing  a  new 
office  building  to  obviate  necessity  of  the  city  spending  thousands 
of  dollars  in  rental  expense,  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Civic  Audi- 
torium, but  no  action  had  been  taken  on  them.  San  Francisco  is  a 
great  tourist  attraction  and  the  city  must  have  the  money  to  finance 
these  much-needed  projects. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Paul  Oppermann,  Di- 
rector of  Planning,  who  stated  that  his  department  had  a  long- 
range  program  prepared  pursuant  to  the  DeLeuw  Cather  Report, 
and  that  it  was  intended  to  be  financed  by  yearly  appropriations. 
The  Board,  he  pointed  out,  has  the  power  to  expedite  these  plans. 
His  department  has  been  doing  its  job  and  it  is  prepared  to  work  on 
additional  plans  once  the  wishes  of  the  Board  are  made  known.  He 
stated  that  there  is  no  mention  of  a  subway  in  the  report  because 
there  is  no  policy  of  the  Board  on  the  matter.  He  concluded  by 
stating  that  it  is  his  belief  that  the  city  needs  a  limited  subway  and 
needs  it  badly,  and  that  if  such  a  project  were  constructed,  traffic 
time  would  be  cut  by  half. 

Sherman  P.  Duckel,  Director  of  Public  Works,  told  the  Board  that 
the  solution  of  the  whole  problem  is  a  question  of  funds.  His  depart- 
ment has  done  a  fine  job  with  the  funds  at  hand  and  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  work  going  on  in  connection  with  the  city's  freeway 
program.- 

At  this  point,  discussion  of  the  subject  was  terminated,  and  no 
further  Board  action  taken.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  the  following  opponents: 

W.  Burleigh  Pattee,  Attorney,  representing  S.  H.  Kress  and  Com- 
pany, who  strenuously  opposed  the  pending  measure,  contending 
that  there  existed  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  the  right  of  the  city  to 
purchase  property  for  the  purposes  indicated,  when  private  interests 
have  indicated  a  willingness  to  provide  parking  facilities. 

Frank  X.  Flynn,  representing  the  Better  Parking  Company,  spoke 
of  plans  to  construct  facilities  to  house  600  vehicles. 

Mr.  Marsden  Campbell,  a  resident  of  the  East  Bay,  stated  he  saw 
in  this  city  a  potential  New  York  and  Manhattan  and  urged  that  the 
parking  facility  be  located  in  another  part  of  the  city. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  the  following  propo- 
nents: 

Karl  StuU,  representing  the  Retail  Drygoods  Association,  informed 
the  Board  that  the  retail  business  is  the  backbone  of  every  city, 
and  that  unless  something  was  done  quickly  to  provide  parking 
facilities  in  the  downtown  area,  the  city  will  lose  a  great  deal  of 
business. 

Thomas  Gray,  representing  the  Down  Town  Association,  endorsed 
the  sentiments  expressed  by  Mr.  Stull. 

Mr.  David  White,  representing  the  Woolworth  Company,  stressed 
the  importance  of  constructing  the  parking  facility  on  the  proposed 
site  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Mr.  Albert  Jacobs,  Chairman  of  the  Parking  Authority,  philoso- 
phized that  the  policy  of  his  body  was  based  on  "the  greatest  amount 
of  good  for  the  greatest  possible  number." 

Motion  to  Rise  and  Report. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  moved  that  the  Board  rise  and  report.  Motion 
seconded  by  Supervisor  Sullivan  and  there  being  no  objection, 
motion  carried. 
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Discussion.

Mr.  Jacobs  stated  that  he  could  not  visualize  any  confusion  because 
the  City  Planning  Commission  proposed  to  make  Ellis  Street  a  one- 
way street,  westbound,  and  O'Farrell  Street  a  one-way  street,  east- 
bound. 

Mr.  Jacobs  declared  that  the  parking  facility,  when  leased,  will 
produce  around  $640,000  a  year,  with  only  $151,400  required  to 
amortize  the  yearly  payments. 

Supervisor  Mead  stated  that  he  felt  S.  H.  Kress  and  Company  to 
be  a  very  responsible  organization  and  that  such  a  firm  should  be 
granted  additional  time  within  which  to  execute  their  plans  for  the 
construction  of  a  parking  facility. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  inquired  how  the  estimated  sum  of  $640,000 
in  revenues  was  reached.  He  was  informed  by  Mr.  Vining  T.  Fisher, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Parking  Authority,  that  the  sum  was  based 
on  rates  charged  by  the  Union  Square  Garage. 

Supervisor  McCarty  emphasized  that  consideration  of  the  pending 
matter  had  been  continued  for  a  period  of  three  weeks  at  the  request 
of  a  representative  of  the  S.  H.  Kress  Company  and  that  the  company 
had  plenty  of  time  within  which  to  bring  forth  a  concrete  proposal. 
Time  would  elapse  before  the  Board  would  receive  an  appropriation 
request  from  the  Parking  Authority;  the  Finance  Committee  would 
first  have  to  study  it  and  then  it  would  have  to  go  to  the  Board. 
By  the  time  the  Board  received  the  appropriation,  sufficient  time 
will  have  passed  for  the  company  to  bring  in  their  plan. 

Supervisor  Ferdon:  I  believe  that  this  plan  will  work.  The 
opponents  have  had  three  weeks  within  which  to  advance  plans. 
Not  one  of  them  advanced  them  to  the  Finance  Committee  or  to  me. 
The  question  of  parking  must  be  answered.  I  am  voting  in  favor 
of  the  resolution.  The  additional  time  has  come  on  my  own  motion 
to  present  plans  but  nothing  has  been  done,  and  I  cannot  consider 
it  wrong  to  go  along  with  the  Parking  Authority.  The  opponents 
still  have  time  to  move  if  they  are  so  inclined.  I  have  discussed 
this  matter  with  real  estate  men,  merchants  and  others,  but  none 
has  come  forward  to  present  a  definite  plan. 

Supervisor  Christopher  expressed  the  opinion  that  sufficient  space 
should  be  allowed  on  the  ground  floor  to  permit  ample  opportunity 
for  ingress  and  egress. 

Mr.  Jacobs  replied  that  plans  contemplate  no  parking  on  the  south 
side  of  O'Farrell  Street  and  no  parking  on  the  north  side  of  Ellis 
Street. 

Request  for  Abstention  from  Voting. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  asked  permission  to  be  excused  from  voting  due 
to  business  reasons.  Supervisor  Halley  accordingly  moved  such  per- 
mission; motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ferdon,  and  there  being  no 
objection,  motion  carried. 

Supervisor  Dohhs  excused  from  voting. 

Supervisor  .Mancuso  stated  he  was  in  a  quandary  and  that,  ac- 
cordingly, he  intended  to  vote  against  the  pending  measure.  When 
the  appropriation  measure  comes  before  the  Board,  and  if  his  views 
have  changed,  he  reserves  the  right  to  vote  for  it  at  that  time.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  mentioned  the  fact  that  federal  judges  had  made 
application  to  the  Federal  Government  to  make  the  site  available 
for  a  courts  building. 

Motion  to  Re-refer  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  moved  that  the  foregoing  measure  be  re-referred 
to  committee  to  be  heard  on  April  9.  Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Sullivan. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  stated  he  was  particularly  concerned  with 
the  traffic  conditions  existing  at  Fifth  and  Mission  Streets.  He  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  committee  would  seriously  consider  the 
fact  that  unusually  heavy  traffic  congestion  exists  in  the  area.

UPON  BY  A  COMMITTEE. 

Reference  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  Christopher  called  attention  to  a  news  item  appearing 
in  the  bulletin  issued  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Council, 
concerning  the  necessity  of  forming  a  Waterfront  Labor-Management 
Committee  to  work  out  difficulties  which  may  arise.  The  Supervisor 
mentioned  the  fact  that  he  had  introduced  legislation  on  the  subject 
in  1948  or  1949,  but  that  nothing  was  done  about  it.  He  suggested 
that  the  proper  committee  study  the  advisability  of  recommending 
that  such  a  committee  be  formed. 

Referred  to  Commercial  and  Industrial  Development  Committee. 
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Reference  to  Committee. 

Supervisor  Christopher  called  attention  to  the  formation  of  the 
Mayor's  Technical  Advisory  Committee  some  years  ago,  consisting 
of  approximately  one  hundred  citizens,  to  assist  in  solving  many  of 
the  city's  problems,  but  which  has  since  been  dissolved. 

The  Supervisor  pointed  out  that  such  a  committee  should  be  re- 
activated as  the  need  for  it  has  greatly  increased. 

Referred  to  the  Public  Health  and  Welfare  Committee. 

Request  for  Appearance  of  Francis  V.  Keesling  Before  Finance 
Committee. 

Supervisor  Christopher  requested  that  the  Clerk  ask  the  city's 
Public  Relations  Counsel  at  Washington,  Francis  V.  Keesling,  to 
appear  before  the  Finance  Committee,  at  one  of  its  meetings,  so  that 
he  may  be  in  a  position  to  answer  certain  questions  which  the  Super- 
visor desired  to  propound. 

No  objection  and  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  comply. 

Resumption  of  Consideration  of  Measures  from  the  County,  State  and 
National  Affairs  Committee  Relating  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and 
Designated  as  File  No.  9593-1,  (Enactment  of  S.B.  Nos.  558,  559,  561 
and  562),  and  File  No.  10162  (Opposing  Enactment  of  S.B.  Nos.  558, 
559  and  562.) 

Motion  to  Adopt. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  moved  adoption  of  measure  designated  as 
File  No.  9593-1,  captioned  "Recommending  enactment  of  Senate  Bills 
Nos.  558,  559,  561  and  562,  relating  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and 
Highway  District."    Motion  seconded   by   Supervisor   MacPhee. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  moved  that  the  Board  resolve  itself  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  McCarty 
and  carried  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes:  Supervisors  Arnold,  Christopher,  Dobbs,  Ferdon,  Halley, 
Lewis,  MacPhee,  Mancuso,  McCarty,  Mead,  Sullivan — 11. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  the  following  proponents 
of  the  pending  measure: 

Senator  Jack  H.  McCarthy  of  Marin  County  was  the  first  to  speak. 
He  stated  that  he  did  not  hold  any  antagonistic  feeling  toward  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  nor  toward  any  member  of  the 
bridge  district,  and  that  it  was  unfortunate  that  some  of  the  members 
of  the  bridge  district  valued  their  political  ambitions  higher  than 
their  duty  to  the  people.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  his  bills  if 
enacted  into  law,  would  result  in  an  annual  savings  of  $150,000  in 
operating  expenses.  He  had  been  and  is  now  for  a  twenty-five  cent 
toll  and  that  such  a  toll  could  be  placed  into  effect  right  now  without 
injury  to  the  financial  structure  of  the  district.  He  mentioned  that 
while  there  is  a  fifteen-million  dollar  reserve  at  the  present  time,  if 
expenses  proposed  to  be  incurred  by  the  district  are  actually  incurred, 
the  probability  existed  that  the  reserve  would  be  greatly  depleted. 

Here  the  Senator  explained  the  purport  and  intent  of  each  of  the 
bills  which  he  has  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  his  explanation,  he  read  two  editorials  appearing  in  recent 
issues  of  the  "San  Rafael  Independent-Journal"  and  the  "San  Fran- 
cisco Examiner." 

Cross-Explanation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  editorials,  Supervisor  Mc- 
Carty asked  various  questions  of  the  Senator  from  Marin  County. 
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Point  of  Order. 


^^ling  ensuing  between  Supervisor  McCarty  and  Senator  McCarthy, 
and  that  more  respect  should  be  paid  a  Senator  from  a  neighboring 
county. 
The  President  took  no  action  on  the  point  of  order. 

Queries. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  If  the  bridge  directors  had  performed  their 
duties  properly,  you  would  not  have  initiated  action  to  turn  control 
of  the  bridge  over  to  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority? 

Senator  McCarthy:  That  is  correct. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  Insofar  as  Senate  Bill  No.  558  is  concerned,  the 
city  would  not  be  released  from  any  of  her  obligations  in  event  of 
catastrophe? 

Senator  McCarthy:  That  is  correct. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  Would  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  559  re- 
lease the  taxpayers  of  their  contingent  liability? 

Senator  McCarthy:  That  is  correct,  in  event  of  approval  by  the 
voters. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  We  should  join  in  concerted  action  to  insure 
the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  559  which  will  relieve  the  taxpayers 
of  this  contingent  liability. 

Senator  McCarthy:  The  Bridge  District  approved  of  Senate  Bill 
No.  559  two  years  ago  but  are  not  in  favor  of  it  today. 

Substitute  Measure. 

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  intended  to  present  legislation, 
once  the  Board  is  no  longer  sitting  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
which  would  memorialize  the  State  Legislature  to  enact  legislation 
to  bring  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  into  the  State  Highway  System, 
under  certain  conditions. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  suggested  that  the  proposed  measure  be 
amended  to  provide  that  the  expense  of  bridge  maintenance  be  met 
from  tolls  and  from  the  gas  tax  fund. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  accorded  Phil  Davies,  a  di- 
rector of  the  bridge.  Mr.  Davies  stated  he  was  in  favor  of  the  bills 
introduced  by  Senator  McCarthy.  While  he  felt  that  the  bridge 
directors  have  done  a  fine  job  and  have  served  the  people  of  the 
district  in  an  outstanding  manner,  he  thought  that  turning  control 
of  the  bridge  over  to  the  state  was  just  sound  business.  He  declared 
that  he  has,  for  the  past  several  years,  advocated  a  25-cent  toll.  He 
further  stressed  the  conviction  that  all  bay  crossings  should  be  under 
one  management. 

Mr.  Joseph  J.  Diviny,  President  of  the  Bridge  District,  next  spoke. 

Mr.  Diviny:  A  majority  of  the  bridge  directors  would  be  for  state 
aquisition  provided  that  the  taxpayers  would  be  relieved  of  their 
obligations;  that  the  bond  holders  would  be  protected  and  if  the 
California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  were  constituted  in  a  different 
manner.  The  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  is  not  set  up  in  a 
proper  manner.  It  consists  of  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Director  of  Finance,  Director  of  Public  Works  and  a  layman  from 
Chico,  California.  All  are  appointed  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Governor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  extended  to  Jesse  C.  Colman, 
a  bridge  director. 

Mr.  Colman  confined  his  remarks  to  the  proposed  enactment  of 
S.B.  558,  contending  that  the  proponents  of  said  bill  would  have  the 
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District  turn  over  the  control  of  the  bridge  to  the  California  Toll 
Bridge  Authority  and  leave  the  burden  of  providing  bond  interest 
and  redemption  on  the  $53,000,000  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness, 
strictly  up  to  the  counties  comprising  the  district.  Further,  he  asked, 
should  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority  take  over  the  control  of  the  bridge, 
and  were  S.B.  Bill  558  to  pass,  how  would  the  operating  costs  of  the 
bridge  be  met?  They  would  probably  have  to  be  met  from  the 
counties'  share  of  the  gas  tax  fund,  moneys  which  normally  should 
go  for  the  construction  of  streets  and  highways  within  each  par- 
ticular county. 

Mr.  Colman  stated  that  the  Bridge  District  had  amassed  a  fifteen- 
million  dollar  reserve  and  that  the  bridge  was  functioning  in  a  sound 
manner.  True,  he  admitted,  there  were  certain  economies  which  he 
believed  could  be  effected,  but  his  views  apparently  did  not  coincide 
with  those  representing  a  majority  of  the  bridge  directorate. 

James  Adam,  Public  Relations  Representative  for  the  Bridge  Dis- 
trict, next  spoke. 

Mr.  Adam  pointed  out  that  enactment  of  S.B.  558  would  turn  over 
control  of  the  bridge  to  the  State  but  would  leave  a  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  some  fifty-three  millions  of  dollars  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
taxpayers  of  the  counties  constituting  the  district,  and  proceeded  to 
give  a  summary  of  meetings  held  in  Sacramento  on  bills  introduced 
by  Senator  McCarthy. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  arguing  that  Mr. 
Adam  was  not  confining  his  remarks  to  the  merits  of  the  pending 
legislation. 

The  President  replied  that  he  had  permitted  Senator  McCarthy  and 
Supervisor  McCarty  to  consume  approximately  one  hour  and  ten 
minutes  and  that  much  of  their  discussion  was  off  the  subject  and 
that  some  leeway  should  be  allowed  here;  however,  he  did  ask  Mr. 
Adam  to  confine  his  remarks  to  issues  before  the  Board. 

Mr.  Adam  then  proceeded  to  explain  his  reason  why  Senator  Mc- 
Carthy's bills  should  not  be  approved. 

Frank  White,  Secretary  of  the  C.I.O.,  next  spoke.  He  stated  his 
organization  wanted  to  see  all  bridges  in  the  bay  area  on  a  toll-free 
basis.  His  organization  would  support  the  plan  for  the  state  to 
take  over  the  control  of  the  bridge  provided  it  would  assume  its 
outstanding  indebtedness  as  well.  He  declared  that  the  wording  of 
the  bills  are  so  vague  as  to  "cast  doubt  as  to  their  intended  meaning. 
He  expressed  the  hope  that  the  bridge  would  become  toll-free  in 
1971,  when  the  bonded  indebtedness  would  be  paid  off. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Hogg,  representing  the  Building  Trades,  was  accorded 
the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  stated  that  the  present  bridge  directors 
are  handling  the  affairs  of  the  district  in  commendable  fashion,  and 
that  the  finest  workmen  are  employed.  He  feared  that  if  the  Cali- 
fornia Toll  Bridge  Authority  took  over  the  span,  the  present  per- 
sonnel would  probably  be  replaced. 

Mr.  Clyde  Edmondson,  General  Manager  of  the  Redwood  Empire 
Association,  commented  briefly,  advising  that  several  counties  of  the 
district  had  already  adopted  resolutions  expressing  their  views  on 
the  proposed  legislation. 

Rebuttal. 

In  the  absence  of  further  speakers,  each  side  of  the  discussion 
was  permitted  time  for  rebuttal.  Both  Senator  McCarthy  and  James 
Adam  took  advantage  of  the  privilege. 

Motion  to  Rise  and  Report. 

Supervisor  Christopher  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report. 
Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Sullivan  and,  there  being  no  objec- 
tion, motion  carried. 
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Substitute  Measure. 

Supervisor  Christopher  moved  that  the  following  measure  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Board  in  lieu  of  the  presently  pending  legislation: 

Memorializing    the    State    Legislature,    Under    Certain    Conditions,    to 
Enact    Legislation    Bringing   the    Golden    Gate    Bridge    Under    State 
Control. 
Supervisor  Christopher  presented:

Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  MacPhee. 

Objections. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  objected  to  consideration  of  the  measure,  con- 
tending that  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  vote  on  it  at  the  moment,  and 
that  it  should  first  receive  committee  study. 

Supervisor  McCarty  likewise  stated  he  was  in  no  position  to  vote 
on  Supervisor  Christopher's  subject.  He  urged  the  Board  to  dispose 
of  the  calendar  measure  one  way  or  the  other  and  to  vote  against 
the  substitute  legislation. 

Motion  to  Re-refer  to  Committee. 

^  Supervisor  Dobbs  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ferdon,  that 
Supervisor  Christopher's  substitute  measure  as  well  as  the  two 
calendar  items  relating  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  be  re-referred 
to  committee.  He  stated  he  could  not  vote  on  the  measure  designated 
as  File  No.  9593-1  at  this  time.  He  conceded  that  Supervisor  Chris- 
topher's substitute  measure  might  have  merit  but  that  he  was  not 
willing  to  go  on  record  for  or  against  it  at  this  time. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  bridge  di- 
rectors were  doing  a  fine  job,  but  that  he  did  not  like  the  idea  of  the 
district  awarding  a  paint  contract  to  a  firm  without  first  calling  for 
bids.  He  emphasized  that  the  Board  must  take  the  first  step,  that  of 
turning  the  bridge  over  to  the  state.  He  was  against  postponing  con- 
sideration of  the  pending  matter  and  that  he  was  willing  to  vote  for 
Supervisor  Christopher's  substitute  measure. 

Supervisor  McCarty  reiterated  his  previous  statement  that  imme- 
diate decisive  action  is  necessary  in  that  committee  hearings  have 
already  been  held  on  the  subject  matter,  and  warned  that  regardless 
of  what  the  Board  does.  Senator  McCarthy  will  undoubtedly  exert 
every  effort  to  push  his  bills  through  the  Legislature.  He  would 
therefore  vote  against  re-referral  to  committee. 

Motion  to  Re-refer  Lost. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  and  Supervisor  Dobbs'  motion  to 
re-refer  the  measures  to  committee  lost  by  the  following  vote:

Explanation  of  Votes. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  said  he  would  vote  against  Supervisor  Chris- 
topher's substitute  measure  as  he  did  not  understand  it. 

Supervisor  Mead  stated  his  philosophy  was  based  on  the  axiom 
that  "when  I  am  in  doubt,  I  will  vote  'No.'  "  He  was  in  doubt  at  the 
moment. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  echoed  the  sentiments  of  Supervisor  Ferdon. 

Supervisor  Halley  voiced  opposition. 
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Supervisor  Arnold  asserted  he  would  vote  against  Supervisor 
Christopher's  proposal  and  then  vote  for  the  passage  of  File  No. 
9593-1,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  S.B.  558  only,  and  that  the  remainder 
of  the  bills  in  said  measure  should  be  re-referred  to  committee. 

Substitute  Measure  Lost. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  on  Supervisor  Christopher's  sub- 
stitute measure  and  it  lost  by  the  following  vote:

The  doctor 
stressed  the  importance  of  strictly  enforcing  the  provisions  of  existing 
laws  and  that  if  they  were  enforced,  he  believed  that  the  complaints 
of  garbage  dumping  might  be  removed. 

Inspector  Arnaud  of  the  Police  Department  informed  the  Board 
that  his  department  had  a  greater  number  of  arrests  in  1949  than 
in  1953,  and  suggested  that  the  proposed  plan  might  be  worth  a  trial.

Supervisor  Mancuso  declared  that  he  had  voted  against  the  bond 
^  issue  the  last  time  it  was  presented  to  the  Board  and  he  intended  to 
follow  identical  procedure  with  respect  to  the  pending  measure.

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  would  vote  for  the  subject 
measure  but  that  his  proposed  affirmative  action  should  not  be  con- 
strued to  portend  a  favorable  vote  on  the  subsequent  appropriation. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  I  am  going  to  vote  "No"  on  all  of  these  matters 
from  now  on.  I  feel  that  if  there  is  a  certain  position  the  city  desires 
to  take,  the  city  should  take  it.  I  cannot  intelligently  vote  just  to 
have  the  City  Attorney  represent  the  city  without  knowing  all  of 
the  facts  in  the  matter.  It  may  not  be  necessary  for  the  City  Attorney 
to  be  there  at  all.    I  must  vote  "No"  on  this  type  of  legislation. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  It  will  take  the  State  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission about  three  years  to  go  over  this  matter,  and  now  it  is 
suggested  that  the  Board  decide  this  matter  over  a  question  of  a 
couple  of  hours. 

Roll  Call. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  and  the  pending  measure  was 
adopted  by  the  following  vote:

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  accorded  Dion  R.  Holm,  City  Attor- 
ney, who  informed  the  Board  that  the  people  of  the  city  were  con- 
fronted with  a  very  serious  matter. 

The  City  Attorney  explained  that  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  is  getting  5.6  per  cent  on  its  investment  and  with 
the  proposed  rate  increase  realized,  the  percentage  would  rise  to 
7.7  per  cent.  San  Francisco's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  increased  rate 
would  amount  to  $3,500,000.  Plans  have  been  made  to  share  the 
expense  of  the  cost  with  Oakland  on  a  50-50  basis,  and  he  wanted 
to  have  an  expression  from  the  Board  just  how  far  he  could  go  with 
respect  to  incurring  expenses  involved  in  presenting  and  defending 
San  Francisco's  position  in  the  matter. 
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Discussion. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  the  matter  of  determining  just  how  far 
the  Board  would  go  toward  the  cost  of  adequately  representing  the 
City  and  County,  should  be  referred  to  Finance  Committee. 

Supervisor  McCarty  ventured  the  opinion  that  nothing  should  be 
done  until  the  appropriation  is  before  the  Board;  however,  he  did 
say  that  when  such  an  appropriation  is  before  the  Board,  he  would 
vote  for  it. 

Supervisor  Halley  and  President  Mead  pledged  support  for  the 
appropriation.

Supervisor  Ferdon  stated  he  believed  that  both  the  bond  issue 
presently  being  considered  by  the  Board  as  well  as  the  subsequent 
one  appearing  on  the  calendar,  should  be  re-referred  to  Finance 
Committee  with  the  view  of  consolidating  them  and  submitting  them 
in  that  form  to  the  people.  If  compelled  to  vote  today,  he  would 
vote  against  the  measures. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  he  was  in  favor  of  submitting  the  bond 
issue  calling  for  the  sum  of  $3,871,000  in  reconstruction  work  but 
would  be  opposed  to  the  proposed  bond  issue  calling  for  the  sum  of 
$2,749,000  for  extension  of  trolley  coach  lines  and  conversion  of 
certain  streetcar  lines,  and  other  improvements. 

The  Supervisor  felt  that  a  survey  should  be  made  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  riders  using  the  lines;  take  steps  to 
discourage  them  from  using  their  automobiles  and  have  them  revert 
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to  the  use  of  mass  transportation,  and  that  it  will  be  impossible  to 
get  the  people  to  leave  their  cars  at  home  if  they  are  not  satisfied 
with  the  type  of  transportation  facilities  offered. 

Supervisor  McCarty  declared  that  it  was  the  thought  of  the  Finance 
Committee  that  the  total  rehabilitation  project  should  be  divided 
into  two  bond  issues.  A  number  of  people  voted  against  the  bond 
issue  when  last  submitted,  because  a  portion  of  the  sum  involved 
was  earmarked  for  conversion  to  bus  and  trolley  coaches.  The  bond 
issue  now  being  considered  by  the  Board  calls  for  needed  improve- 
ments to  existing  facilities  which  are  of  an  emergency  nature.  The 
other  bond  issue,  to  be  considered  by  the  Board,  calls  for  conversion 
of  streetcar  lines  into  bus  and  trolley  coaches.  The  Supervisor  said 
that  he  personally  was  in  favor  of  both  bond  issues  and  if  the  Board 
will  not  go  along  with  them,  he  intended  to  present  a  consolidated 
bond  measure  later  in  the  meeting. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  do  not  feel  the  people  voted  against  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  but  the  reason  it  did  not 
pass  was  because  of  a  lack  of  faith  in  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion's ability  to  operate  the  railway.  The  matter  should  be  held  in 
committee  for  necessary  amendments  and  give  the  people  the  oppor- 
tunity to  vote  on  a  change  in  the  Management  of  the  railway.  I 
prepared  a  number  of  charter  amendments  on  a  Transit  Authority 
and  the  people  should  vote  on  them  simultaneously  with  the  bond 
issue.  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the  matter  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  unless  it  is  submitted  simultaneously  with  the  charter  amendments 
giving  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  oppor- 
tunity to  decide  whether  they  are  satisfied  with  the  operation  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Supervisor  Halley:  I  am  strictly  in  accord  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee  to  submit  the  bond  issue  to  the  people 
for  its  approval  or  disapproval.  However,  I  am  counting  votes 
today  and  it  looks  as  though  eight  votes  would  be  difficult  to  obtain 
today.  It  is  therefore  advisable  to  refer  the  measure  to  committee 
for  further  study.  If  voted  down,  the  impression  might  be  given  that 
a  certain  program  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Board;

Statement  by  Supervisor  Lewis. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  he  intended  to  seek  rescission  of  the  fore- 
going vote  whereby  the  measure  was  refused  passage  for  second 
reading. 

Supervisor  Christopher  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
improper  to  again  rescind  because  such  action  had  heretofore  been 
taken. 

The  President  stated  he  knew  no  parliamentary  procedure  that 
would  prohibit  another  attempt  at  rescissory  action. 
No  further  discussion  entertained. 

Rescission  of  Board  Action. 

Supervisor  Lewis  moved  that  the  Board  rescind  its  action  whereby 
it  had,  earlier  in  the  meeting,  refused  to  finally  pass  the  measure 
identified  by  File  No.  10251  and  captioned:  "Appropriating  $330, 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  General  Office,  for  overtime."  (Super- 
visor Christopher  dissenting.)  Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mc- 
Carty. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  he  has  been  supplied  with  additional  facts 
in  the  case  and  that  he  has  decided  that,  in  the  light  of  such  addi- 
tional information,  the  appropriation  should  be  approved.  The  Su- 
pervisor stated  he  would  be  the  first  one  to  vote  against  an  appropria- 
tion which  he  considered  wrong  but  not  to  approve  this  appropriation 
does  not  make  good  sense.  By  voting  for  the  subject  measure,  one 
is  not  sacrificing  his  principles  that  budgetary  requirements  should 
be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  I  agree  with  Supervisors  Dobbs  and  Ferdon 
in  enforcing  certain  governmental  procedures  and  sticking  with  that 
policy.  I  do  not  agree  with  Supervisor  Lewis  that  the  amount  will 
not  break  the  city.  The  question  remains  whether  the  matter  is 
right  or  wrong.  I  do  not  intend  to  vote  for  the  measure  if  rescinded. 
These  men  should  be  paid  if  worked  overtime;  however,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  determine  how 
much  money  they  have  with  which  to  pay  the  men.  This  is  not  an 
emergency  situation.  If  a  crisis  arises,  we  should  provide  emergency 
overtime  money.  In  my  opinion  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
should  live  within  the  scope  of  budgeted  funds.  Now  is  the  time  to 
set  the  record  straight  and  keep  it  that  way. 

Supervisor  McCarty  termed  the  action  of  the  Board  in  denying 
final  passage  to  the  measure  as  being  "penny  wise  and  pound  foolish," 
and  hoped  that  the  Board  would  go  along  with  the  motion  to  rescind. 
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Supervisor  Ferdon:  What  does  the  budget  mean?  We  granted  a 
certain  amount  to  be  used  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in 
order  that  they  may  use  a  chauffeur-driven  vehicle.  They  have 
exhausted  that  amount.  The  responsibility  rests  with  them.  I,  for 
one,  will  insist  that  each  department  live  within  its  budget.  We  are 
not  being  honest  with  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  I  regret  that  this 
individual  chauffeur  may  not  receive  overtime  compensation  which 
he  has  worked  for.  Unless  it  is  proven  to  be  an  emergency,  we  are 
not  conducting  an  economical  government. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  If  the  matter  is  an  emergency,  I  intend  to 
vote  for  it.  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  is  not  an  emergency,  I  do  not 
intend  to  vote  for  it.  If  you  continue  to  run  these  cars  with  overtime 
excesses,  the  people  of  San  Francisco  will  see  to  it  that  there  will 
be  no  chauffeurs.  You  must  recognize  that  this  is  a  luxury  operation. 
People  such  as  Mr.  Turner  are  all  able  to  run  the  cars  themselves. 

Roll  Call. 

The  roll  was  thereupon  called  on  the  motion  to  rescind  and  it 
carried  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes:  Supervisors  Arnold,  Halley,  Lewis,  MacPhee,  McCarty,  Mead, 
Sullivan — 7. 

Noes:  Supervisors  Christopher,  Ferdon,  Mancuso — 3.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  The  time  has  come  for  the  Board  to  decide 
if  it  is  going  to  take  for  granted  requests  made  by  department 
heads.  The  Board  has  restored  99  of  the  deletions  made  in  the  last 
budget.  We  should  take  a  more  objective  viewpoint  of  matters 
coming  before  the  Board.  We  are  not  only  concerned  with  the 
chauffeurs.  We  should  have  sound  business  knowledge  in  the  govern- 
ment. The  taxpayers  are  tired  of  it.  I  am  tired  of  it.  This  matter 
may  be  of  small  consequence  compared  to  millions  of  dollars  but 
the  time  has  come  to  take  a  second  look  at  these  appropriations.  We 
should  be  more  certain  in  our  voting.  The  chauffeur  is  entitled  to 
his  overtime.  The  department  heads  should  be  warned  that  they 
must  live  within  their  budgets  henceforth.  There  might  be  a  tax- 
payers' strike  in  San  Francisco,  and  maybe  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  will  join  that  strike. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  If  I  were  convinced  that  this  particular  appro- 
priation was  unsound,  was  not  right,  I  would  be  the  first  to  vote 
against  it.  Ail  I  know  is  that  the  Board  set  a  certain  figure;  that 
figure  was  not  lived  up  to.  More  money  is  needed  beyond  that 
figure.  All  we  have  on  hand  is  the  question  of  paying  a  man  who 
was  merely  following  directions  and  should  be  paid.  If  extravagance 
is  proved,  I  will  go  along  and  vote  against  it. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  The  Finance  Committee  has  screened  every 
appropriation  last  year.  Mr.  Christopher  is  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  We  have  screened  an  average  of  forty  appropriations 
a  week  for  13  months  and  I  doubt  if  Mr.  Christopher  voted  against 
all  of  the  appropriations  more  than  fifteen  times.

Supervisor  Arnold  objected,  declaring  that  the  matter  should  first 
be  referred  to  committee. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Halley:  The  Bridge  District  will  meet  on  April  24th. 
We  have  been  given  to  understand  our  action  will  have  an  effect  on 
legislation  pending  in  Sacramento. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  The  Bridge  District  will  undoubtedly  con- 
sider the  matter  on  April  24th  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be 
presumptuous  indirectly  to  tell  the  Management  what  tolls  should 
be  charged  without  any  data  being  presented  to  us  to  substantiate 
a  reduction  in  tolls.  The  measure  should  be  referred  to  committee  for 
study  and  action  may  be  taken  at  the  district's  meeting  on  April  24th. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  Is  it  the  intention  of  this  resolution  to  nullify 
pending  legislation  in  Sacramento? 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  It  would  have  the  effect  of  tabling  the 
measures. 

Withdrawal  of  Motion. 

There  being  no  objection.  Supervisor  Arnold  withdrew  his  motion 
to  refer  the  pending  measure  to  committee. 

Bridge  District  Informed  of  Proposed  Measure. 

It  was  understood  that  the  Bridge  District  was  supplied  with  a 
copy  of  the  pending  measure  last  week. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  the  following  directors 
of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District: 

W.  D.  Hadeler,  Chairman  of  the  District's  Finance  Committee,  who 
informed  the  Board  that  the  district  has  heretofore  given  considera- 
tion to  a  proposed  toll  reduction  to  25  cents.  Several  factors,  how- 
ever, deterred  affirmative  action,  namely,  that  the  district  has  a 
$4,000,000  improvement  program  pending;  that  a  reduction  in  tolls 
would  result  in  a  loss  of  revenue  of  over  one  million  dollars  per  year, 
which  would  have  to  be  met  from  the  insurance  reserve  fund; 

Mr.  Hadeler  urged  that  the  Board  join  with  the  District  and  with 
the  other  counties  comprising  the  District,  to  seek  either  state  or 
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federal   aid   for   the   purpose    of    procuring   insurance   beyond   the 
$14,000,000  presently  carried. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  In  view  of  your  remarks,  would  you  vote  for 
or  against  it? 

Mr.  Hadeler:  I  would  be  inclined  to  vote  for  it,  although  it  is  against 
my  best  judgment. 

Introduction  of  Distinguished  Guest. 

The  proceedings  were  momentarily  interrupted  while  the  President 
introduced  Robert  Slater,  International  Commander  of  the  Order 
of  the  Purple  Heart. 

Mr.  Slater:  I  am  very  happy  to  be  with  you  today  observing 
"Youth  in  Government  Day,"  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  none  of  the 
young  people  here  will  ever  become  eligible  to  join  our  organization. 
Thank  you  very  much. 

Continuance  of  Hearings  Regarding  Proposed  Reduction  of  Tolls  on 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  I  still  feel  that  the  interest  of  the  people 
can  be  best  served  by  transferring  control  to  the  California  Toll 
Bridge  Authority.  I  feel  that  by  taking  a  chance  for  a  year,  we  will 
get  the  answer  we  need.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  you  might  go  back 
to  this  Board  and  tell  us  you  are  not  satisfied  and  to  get  back  to 
the  forty-cent  rate.  I  do  not  believe  we  are  gambling  very  much  with 
a  year's  trial.   Is  this  a  fair  statement  or  how  do  you  feel? 

Mr.  Hadeler:  I  do  not  want  to  leave  the  impression  that  a  25-cent 
toll  is  not  proper.  The  big  stumbling  block  is  the  insurance  feature. 
If  you  can  get  that  insurance  coverage,  I  am  sure  the  District  will 
vote  for  a  25-cent  fare. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  How  much  of  a  loss  do  you  anticipate  as  a 
result  of  a  reduction  to  25  cents? 

Mr.  Hadeler:  $1,039,000  plus  eighty-eight  thousand  more. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  Do  you  think  it  unsound  to  reduce  the  toll  at 
this  time? 

Mr.  Hadeler:  I  do. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  My  recommendation  would  be  to  experiment 
for  a  period  of  six  months.  In  this  way  their  loss  would  be  at  a 
minimum. 

Mr.  Dan  Del  Carlo,  Bridge  Director:  I  am  opposed  to  the  resolu- 
tion as  it  is  written.  In  1942  the  Board  of  Supervisors  appointed  me 
as  a  director.  In  the  second  or  third  meeting,  we  read  a  resolution 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  asking  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  refinance  the  bridge,  which  would  have  made  an  addi- 
tional expenditure  of  eleven  million  dollars  on  top  of  what  we  owe 
now.  I  voted  against  refinancing.  Within  two  weeks  after  the  vote 
was  taken,  individuals  who  were  for  refinancing  stated  that  in  four 
years  the  bridge  would  be  in  the  red  and  that  an  assessment  would 
have  to  be  levied  on  the  people.  This  is  the  first  time  I  have  been 
asked  to  experiment  and  take  a  chance  with  the  people  of  San 
Francisco.  In  1951  there  was  a  windstorm.  Our  engineers  have  found 
that  there  are  unseen  weaknesses  in  the  bridge  as  a  result  of  that 
windstorm.  To  experiment  is  foolhardy.  I  refuse  to  be  blackjacked 
by  saying  that  we  table  the  legislation  in  Sacramento  on  the  promise 
that  we  reduce  our  tolls  to  twenty-five  cents.  I  do  not  intend  to 
be  the  goat  for  the  political  boys  to  appease  anybody.  I  would  not  do 
it  if  you  asked  me  to,  unless  I  thought  it  was  sound. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  I  am  not  being  blackjacked  by  the  State 
Senator.    I  will  be  guided  by  principle. 
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H|  Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  resent  any  re- 
marks about  Senator  McCarthy. 

The  point  of  order  was  not  ruled  upon. 

Mr.  Phil  Davies,  Bridge  Director:  I  feel  that  a  25-cent  toll  is 
reasonably  economical  and  feasible  at  this  time.  I  feel  this  was  the 
case  long  before  Senator  McCarthy  introduced  his  legislation.  On 
March  14,  1953,  a  bridge  engineer  report  revealed  that  with  a 
25-cent  fare  by  1971  there  will  be  sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  bonds 
in  full  and  still  leave  a  surplus  of  seventeen  million  dollars.  Bay 
bridge  business  is  four  times  greater  under  the  25-cent  fare  than 
under  the  50-centtoll. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  If  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  found 
it  economically  unsound,  how  would  you  vote? 

Mr.  Davies:  I  would  vote  according  to  my  own  views. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  How  would  you  vote  if  it  were  found  to  be 
economically  unsound  or  politically  expedient? 

Mr.  Davies:  I  would  give  serious  consideration  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Counterparts  Excused. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  asked  that  the  counterparts  for  the  various 
members  of  the  Board  be  excused  at  5:00  p.  m.  No  objection  and 
permission  granted. 

Continuation  of  Consideration  of  Reduction  in  Bridge  Tolls. 

Mr.  Joseph  J.  Diviny,  Bridge  Director:  The  Bridge  District  has 
received  a  resolution  from  the  State  Legislature  seeking  to  reduce 
the  fare  on  an  experimental  basis.  (Here  Mr.  Diviny  read  prepared 
report  in  which  inability  to  secure  more  insurance  protection  was 
main  subject.)  We  have  been  unable  to  secure  more  insurance 
despite  every  effort  to  do  so.  I  favor  initiating  action  looking  for 
federal  assistance.  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  they  invite  representatives  of  investment  bankers  to 
study  and  analyze  the  toll  situation,  review  all  facts  and  financial  re- 
ports and  advise  the  Board  of  Directors  as  to  their  findings. 

Adoption  of  Measure  Requires  Unanimous  Vote. 

The  President  informed  the  members  of  the  Board  that,  pursuant 
to  charter  provisions,  it  would  require  the  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  of  the  Board  to  adopt  the  pending  measure. 

Opposition. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  will  vote  against  the  resolution.  I  have 
before  me  a  report  of  the  bridge  district  which  says  that  65  per  cent 
of  the  traffic  originates  in  Marin  County.  The  report  says  that  the 
Bridge  Directors  are  for  development  of  Marin  County  regardless 
of  the  feelings  of  the  San  Francisco  taxpayers.  If  I  vote  for  this 
resolution,  I  will  be  voting  against  my  principle  and  will  be  voting 
only  for  the  purpose  of  a  compromise. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  It  would  be  unwise  for  the  Board  to  take  any 
action  on  such  loosely  presented  data  as  submitted  to  us  today,  and 
I  object  to  the  consideration  of  the  measure  at  this  time. 

Ruling  of  President. 

President  Mead:  In  view  of  the  objections,  the  matter  is  auto- 
matically referred  to   committee — to   the  Finance   Committee.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended 
to  Francis  V.  Keesling,  San  Francisco's  Washington  Public  Relations 
Counsel. 

Mr.  Keesling  was  called  upon  to  explain  the  intent  of  the  legisla- 
tion which  is  now  awaiting  President  Eisenhower's  signature  con- 
cerning rent  control.    He  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  on 
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information  acquired  through  proper  channels,  that  the  bill  proposed 
to  extend  rent  controls  to  July  31,  1953,  in  those  areas  in  which 
such  controls  had  heretofore  been  extended  to  April  30,  and  that  San 
Francisco  was  considered  one  of  those  areas. 

Mr.  Thomas  Blanchard,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  stated  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Attorney's  office  that  rent  controls  are  auto- 
matically effective  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  under 
the  terms  of  the  bill  now  before  the  President,  and  that  no  formal 
action  of  any  kind  is  required  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  stated  he  believed  the  additional  three  months 
were  being  granted  to  permit  states  and/or  municipalities  to  decide 
among  themselves  the  necessity  of  extending  rent  controls  in  their 
respective  areas  beyond  July  31,   1953. 

Motion  to  Rescind  Previous  Action. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved  that  the  Board  rescind  its  previous  action 
whereby  it  had  ordered  the  holding  of  a  special  meeting  to  hear 
persons  interested  in  the  subject  of  rent  control. 

Motion  lost  for  want  of  a  second. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  McCarty  said  he  did  not  believe  it  wise  to  cancel  to- 
morrow's meeting  until  word  had  been  received  that  the  President 
had  signed  the  bill. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  ventured  the  opinion  that  the  Board  should 
cancel  the  meeting  on  the  premise  that  the  President  would  sign 
the  bill,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  the  President's  own 
idea  of  wanting  to  extend  rent  controls.

Supervisor  MacPhee  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Christopher, 
that  the  Board  rescind  its  action  whereby  it  had,  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Board,  fixed  Tuesday,  April  28,  2  p.  m.,  for  hearing 
persons  interested  in  the  subject  of  rent  control. 

Objection. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  spoke  against  the  motion,  declaring  that  he 
did  not  believe  the  special  meeting  should  be  canceled  in  that  the 
President  had  not  as  yet  signed  the  rent  control  extension  measure. 
The  President  will  undoubtedly  sign  the  bill,  but  there  exists  a 
possibility  that  events  may  occur  which  may  prevent  him  from  so 
doing.

Projects,  and  Terminating  Agreement  in  Connection  Therewith. 

File  No.  10211-1,  Resolution  No.  13264  (Series  of  1939). 
Motion  to  Adopt. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  moved  adoption;  seconded  by  Supervisor  Sul- 
livan. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Property 
and  the  Controller  that  it  would  not  be  feasible  for  the  city  to  take 
any  steps  to  acquire  this  temporary  war  housing  project.  It  is 
their  position  that  we  cancel  the  original  agreement  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Housing  Authority,  as 
the  first  step.  At  a  subsequent  date  we  would  be  in  a  better  position 
to  bargain  with  the  federal  government. 

Mr.  Ross,  Controller:  In  1950  when  the  Board  authorized  entering 
into  agreement  for  relinquishment  with  the  Housing  Authority,  the 
condition  of  the  property  was  in  much  better  shape  than  today. 
Since  that  time,  the  Federal  Government  has  collected  over  a  million 
dollars  from  this  property  and  the  Director  of  Property  has  estimated 
that  the  property  has  deteriorated  between  75  and  80  per  cent.  Ap- 
proximately 7000  families  occupy  these  premises. 

To  a  question  propounded  to  him,  Mr.  John  W.  Beard,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Housing  Authority,  replied:  The  Federal  Government 
offers  the  temporary  housing  as  a  gift  to  the  city,  the  only  mandatory 
consideration  being  that  the  city  agrees  to  purchase  the  land  where 
the  housing  is  located  at  cost  price  to  the  federal  government  and 
at  a  minimum  of  ten  annual  installments. 

Mr.  Ross,  Controller:  At  the  present  time  the  Housing  Authority 
is  asking  to  be  relieved  of  its  trusteeship  with  regard  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  because  in  their  judgment,  the  eco- 
nomic risk  is  too  great.  That  is  all  that  is  before  the  Board.  San 
Francisco's  right  is  not  before  the  Board.  All  that  is  before  the 
Board  is  the  application  of  the  Housing  Authority  to  be  relieved  of 
their  responsibility  under  contract  dated  October,  1950,  to  make 
application  to  the  Federal  Government,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  for  relinquishment  of  properties  under 
their  custody.  The  reason  is  that  they  believe  the  economic  risk  is 
too  great.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Property  and  the 
Controller  that  economic  risks  for  San  Francisco,  without  further 
detailed  study,  would  be  too  great  for  us  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
for  action.  That  is  a  separate  matter  apart  from  the  one  actually 
before  the  Board. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  James  McFeeley,  Re- 
gional Office  Attorney,  Public  Housing  Administration,  who  informed 
the  Board  that  failure  of  the  Housing  Authority  or  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  accept  relinquishment  would  mean  that 
the  Federal  Government  would  be  faced  with  the  necessity  of  getting 
rid  of  the  housing  structures  either  through  sale  or  demolition  and 
of  taking  steps  to  have  the  land  revert  to  their  original  owners. 

Mr.  Beard  told  the  Board  that  the  Federal  Government  has  de- 
rived income  to  the  extent  of  $1,655,000  from  the  housing  projects 
administered  by  the  Housing  Authority. 

Objection. 

Supervisor  Lewis  spoke  against  the  idea  of  giving  up  the  war 
housing  projects  until  concrete  plans  have  been  formulated  which 
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would  take  care  of  persons  displaced  from  redevelopment  areas,  and 
suggested  that  the  Housing  Authority  work  closely  with  the  Re- 
development Agency  in  this  connection. 

Mr.  Sam  Hermann,  Secretary  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  in- 
formed Supervisor  Lewis  that  his  Agency  has  been  working  very 
closely  with  the  Housing  Authority  in  the  matter  at  hand. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  We  are  considering  at  this  time  whether 
or  not  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  should  make  application 
to  the  Federal  Government  to  accomplish  relinquishment  of  this 
project  to  the  city.  The  only  thing  before  us  is  this:  Sometime  ago 
the  Board  authorized  the  Housing  Authority,  as  agent  for  the  city, 
to  make  application  to  the  Federal  Government  to  take  over,  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  this  particular 
temporary  housing  project.  Since  the  time  the  Authority  made  such 
application,  the  property  has  depreciated  about  80  per  cent  in  value. 
The  Government  has  taken  down  over  one  million  dollars  in  income. 
The  only  thing  before  the  Board  is  whether  we  should  permit  the 
Housing  Authority  to  withdraw  their  application.  The  Housing 
Authority  today  believes  that  to  accept  relinquishment  would  neces- 
sitate a  financial  loss. 

Motion  to  Defer  Consideration. 

Supervisor  Lewis  moved  that  consideration  of  the  pending  measure 
be  continued  for  one  week  and  that  representatives  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency,  be  requested  to  appear  before  the  Board  for  discussion 
of  the  matter;  further,  that  an  opinion  be  obtained  from  the  City 
Attorney  as  to  procedure  to  follow  should  it  be  determined  that 
economic  loss  would  accrue  should  relinquishment  be  accepted. 

Motion  lost  for  want  of  a  second. 

Supervisor  Lewis  again  reiterated  his  stand  that  the  low-cost 
housing  would  take  care  of  those  people  who  would  be  ousted  from 
redevelopment  areas  and  thus  preclude  the  necessity  of  the  city  of 
having  to  build  other  temporary  quarters.  That  is  the  reason,  Super- 
visor Lewis  concluded,  why  he  wanted  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
here  next  week,  so  that  this  particular  feature  could  be  explored 
and  a  sound  policy  established.

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  John  J.  Goodwin,  Treas- 
urer, who  explained  the  necessity  for  the  overtime  appropriation. 
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Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher  emphasized  the  importance  of  impressing 
upon  each  department  head  the  necessity  of  having  that  particular 
department  live  within  its  budget. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  Expenditures  for  overtime  are  creeping  up. 
My  vote  against  the  ordinance  is  not  against  Mr.  Goodwin  but  against 
the  policy  of  appropriating  more  and  more  money  for  overtime.  If 
there  is  a  serious  emergency,  I  will  vote  for  it.

Urging  the  Directors  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District 
to  Reduce  Tolls  for  Passenger  Automobiles  from  40  Cents  to  25  Cents.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  declared  that  he  would  vote  for  a  reduction  in 
tolls  but  not  for  a  six  months'  period.  He  expressed  the  belief  that 
a  year's  trial  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  properly  determine  ^ 
future  course  of  action. 

Supervisor  Mead  stated  he  would  not  vote  for  a  six  months'  trial 
period  as  he  believed  that  such  a  short  period  of  time  would  not 
conclusively  prove  whether  such  a  reduced  rate  is  a  proper  one. 

Supervisor  Halley  said  he  did  not  see  how  any  great  amount  of 
importance  could  be  attached  to  the  question  of  whether  a  six 
months'  or  a  year's  trial  is  in  orden 

Supervisor  MacPhee  said  he  would  vote  for  a  reduction  in  rates 
but  suggested  that  only  the  "Resolved"  remain  in  the  resolution  and 
that  the  "Whereases"  be  deleted. 

Supervisor  Sullivan  ventured  the  opinion  that  a  year's  trial  would 
present  a  better  picture  of  bridge  finances  and  whether  or  not  the 
reduction  should  stay  in  effect.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  am  voting  against  the  resolution.  It  is 
not  the  Board's  responsibility  to  make  any  recommendation  to  the 
bridge  directors.  It  is  strictly  a  matter  of  their  own  responsibility. 
We  have  been  advised  by  the  Bridge  District's  Finance  Committee 
that  it  is  not  economically  feasible  to  reduce  the  tolls  to  25  cents. 
I  have  always  felt  that  the  bridge  should  be  a  part  of  the  highway 
system  and  that  it  should  be  made  toll-free  as  soon  as  possible. 
I  cannot  compromise  on  principles  and  if  I  vote  for  the  reduction,  it 
would  be  a  compromise  of  principles.  The  only  purpose  of  this 
resolution  is  to  give  Senator  McCarthy  an  opportunity  to  drop  bills 
which  he  has  in  the  Senate  to  transfer  control  of  the  Golden  date 
Bridge  to  the  State,  and  I  will  not  be  a  part  to  vote  25-cent  tolls 
to  accomplish  that  purpose.  I  feel  that  if  the  bridge  directors  find 
it  economically  feasible  to  reduce  the  fares,  they  should  do  so  without 
a  resolution  from  this  Board.  Mr.  Hadeler  said  that  if  they  reduced 
the  fares  at  the  request  of  San  Francisco,  they  would  have  to  come 
back  later  and  ask  for  increased  fares.  Why  should  we  put  ourselves 
out  on  a  limb  to  help  Senator  McCarthy  for  a  short  period  of  time? 
The  report  shows  that  65  per  cent  of  passenger  traffic  over  the  bridge 
are  residents  of  Marin  County.  Eighty-six  per  cent  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  bonded  indebtedness  335  on  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 
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Why  should  we  pass  this  resolution  and  give  relief  to  the  people  of 
Marin  County  while  the  major  part  of  the  indebtedness  is  on  the 
people  of  San  Francisco? 

Supervisor  McCarty:  My  vote  here  has  nothing  to  do  with  Senator 
McCarthy's  bills.  I  feel  the  matter  should  be  considered  on  its- 
merits  and  should  be  voted  on  that  way.  Supervisor  Mancuso  points 
out  that  65  per  cent  of  the  bridge's  traffic  comes  from  Marin  County. 
We  would  like  to  be  able  to  get  more.  We  do  not  want  to  build  a 
wall  around  San  Francisco.  We  want  people  to  patronize  our  stores 
and  do  their  business  here.  If  we  want  to  isolate  ourselves,  we  should 
put  up  a  five-dollar  toll.  What  we  want  is  to  get  more  people  to 
come  here  and  a  reduction  in  tolls  will  accomplish  that.  Supervisor 
Mancuso  says  that  we  should  not  make  our  views  known  to  the 
bridge  directors.  That  statement  puzzles  me.  We  elect  our  repre- 
sentatives in  Sacramento  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  tell  them  what 
we  think  is  good  for  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  Why,  then,  should 
we  hesitate  to  tell  the  bridge  directors  what  we  believe  to  be  in  the 
interest  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco? 

Substitute  Motion. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  reiterated  his  heretofore  expressed  belief 
that  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  should  become  a  part  of  the  state 
highway  system.  He  thereupon  moved  as  a  substitute,  that  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  District  be 
requested  to  give  consideration  to  a  reduction  in  passenger  tolls  ta 
25  cents  for  a  period  of  one-half  year,  on  a  trial  basis;  if,  in  their 
opinion  such  a  reduction  will  not  seriously  impair  the  financial 
structure  of  the  bridge.    Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mancuso. 

Supervisor  McCarty.  I  would  rather  not  pass  a  resolution  at  all 
than  vote  for  the  substitute  proposed  by  Supervisor  MacPhee. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Sullivan  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that  the 
substitute  is  a  new  resolution  and  therefore  must  be  referred  to 
committee  for  study. 

Point  of  Order  Not  Well  Taken. 

President  Dewey  Mead  ruled  that  the  substitute  presented  is 
actually  an  amendment  to  the  original  resolution  and  is  therefore 
properly  before  the  Board. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  defended  his  substitute  motion  by  stating  that 
while  he  would  vote  for  a  reduction  of  fares  on  a  trial  basis,  he 
believed  the  Bridge  District  was  entrusted  with  the  responsibility 
of  running  the  bridge  and  therefore  should  decide  whether,  in  their 
opinion,  it  would  be  financially  sound  to  place  a  reduction  in  tolls 
into  effect. 

Supervisor  Ferdon:  The  only  thing  we  are  doing  is  approving 
the  reduction.  The  Finance  Comimittee  has  determined  that  25  cents 
will  benefit  the  residents  of  this  particular  community.  I  believe 
they  are  correct.  Now  all  they  are  doing  is  approving  the  reduction. 
I  am  like  Supervisor  McCarty — the  bridge  directors  will  probably 
not  pay  any  attention  to  it.

Inspector  Arnaud,  representing  Chief  Gaffey's  office,  stated  that 
the  department  was  not  in  favor  of  the  East  Lake  Merced  Boule- 
vard location  due  to  its  interference  with  the  normal  flow  of  traffic. 

Deputy  City  Attorney's  Verbal  Opinion. 

To  a  query  raised  by  Supervisor  Mancuso  as  to  the  effect  of  an 
adopted  resolution  in  view  of  objections  of  certain  departments  to 
the  closing  of  a  portion  of  East  Lake  Merced  Boulevard,  Mr.  Thomas 
Blanchard,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  replied  that  a  similar  problem 
had  arisen  some  years  ago  and  that  his  office  had  ruled  that  the 
Board  had  the  authority  to  close  any  street  without  the  approval  or 
concurrence  of  city  departments  involved. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  asked  Mr.  Blanchard  to  check  into  a  case 
which  had  arisen  some  time  ago  where  the  City  Attorney  had 
allegedly  ruled  that  the  Board  could  not  close  a  portion  of  a  street 
because  of  objections  on  the  part  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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Supervisor  Halley  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Police  Com- 
mission had  arrived  at  a  very  wise  decision  in  recommending  against 
the  closing  of  portion  of  East  Lake  Merced  Boulevard. 

Supervisor  MacPhee  suggested  that  perhaps  Thirty-eighth  Avenue 
could  be  used,  which  would  necessitate  the  closing  of  the  Avenue's 
intersections  with  Ulloa,  Vicente  and  Wawona  Streets. 

The  President  said  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  Board  could  not 
adopt  the  pending  measure  since  traffic  will  not  be  inconvenienced 
beyond  six  or  seven  hours. 

Supervisor  Lewis  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  parades,  celebra- 
tions are  held  frequently  in  San  Francisco  and  there  is  never  any 
hue  and  cry  about  traffic  tieups;  yet  here  are  groups  in  San  Fran- 
cisco trying  to  give  the  kids  their  day  and  the  hue  and  cry  goes  up 
that  traffic  will  be  discommoded.

On  Monday,  April  20,  1953,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  13245,  which  resolution  was  a  policy  declaration 
establishing  boundaries  of  the  proposed  John  McLaren  Park  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendation  of  the  Recreation-Park  Commis- 
sion and  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

The  boundaries  as  established  in  the  resolution  referred  to  are 
the  result  of  considerable  study  and,  it  is  believed,  are  those  which 
will  provide  an  adequate  park  and  will  conclusively  settle  this 
question.  For  many  years  the  people  owning  property  in  or  adjacent 
to  McLaren  Park  have  been  in  a  quandary  because  from  almost  day 
to  day  they  were  not  certain  whether  their  property  was  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Park  or  was  excluded  therefrom,  and 
the  consequence  was,  if  believed  to  be  in  they  could  not  build  and 
even  if  believed  to  be  out,  they  could  not  build  because  of  the 
possibility  that  the  boundaries  might  again  be  revised  to  include 
their  property. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  boundaries  for  McLaren  Park 
are  now  firmly  established  and  the  firm  estimate  of  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  augment  moneys  presently  available  for  acquisition  of  the 
remainder  of  such  property  within  the  boundaries  of  McLaren  Park 
as  is  presently  in  private  ownership  has  been  received. 
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The  money  necessary  for  acquisition  of  the  remainder  of  the 
privately-owned  property  within  the  boundaries  of  McLaren  Park 
has  not  been  set  up  either  in  the  annual  budget  for  the  fiscal  year 
1953-54,  nor  in  the  supplemental  budget  request  for  that  fiscal  year, 
and  therefore:

Announcement  of  Committee  Hearing. 

Supervisor  Lewis  called  a  meeting  of  the  County,  State  and  Na- 
tional Affairs  Committee  for  Thursday,  May  7,   1953,  at  3:30  p.  m. 

Discussion. 

Both  Supervisors  Lewis  and  McCarty  spoke  of  the  meeting  just 
concluded  in  the  Mayor's  office  with  Otto  H.  Fischer  and  Joseph  R. 
Knowland,  representing  a  subcommittee  from  Alameda  County.  The

Supervisor  Christopher:  I  do  not  believe  we  should  drop  dis- 
ssions  with  Oakland.  The  door  should  be  left  open  so  that  we  may 
rive  at  a  solution. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  This  Board  authorized  the  committee  to  take 
the  following  action:  (1)  Consider  legislation  on  simultaneous  con- 
struction of  a  parallel  and  southern  crossing  with  the  eastbay  dele- 
gation, and  if  possible,  arrive  at  an  agreement;  (2)  If  no  agreement 
was  reached,  to  report  same  to  this  Board  for  its  consideration.  We 
have  failed  to  reach  an  agreement.  The  committee  has  terminated 
I    negotiations;  the  committee  is  dissolved. 

Supervisor  MacPhee:  The  worst  thing  that  can  possibly  happen  is 

to  stop  trying  to  accomplish  the  desired  end.   It  may  be  that  the  best 

course  of  action  for  us  to  take  would  be  to  pass  a  resolution  instruct- 

f    ing  our  legislative  representatives  in  Sacramento  to  introduce  a  bill 

(which  will  accomplish  the  proposal  we  have  in  mind.

Supervisor  Christopher  called  the  Board's  attention  to  the  space  in 
the  back  of  the  Opera  House  as  well  as  the  Veterans'  Building  which 
could  be  used  for  general  parking  purposes  but  which  is  often  closed 
by  means  of  chains  and  wondered  why  such  an  area  could  not  be 
made  available  at  all  times.  The  Supervisor  likewise  ventured  the 
opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  immediately  make  available,  for 
parking  purposes,  the  unused  Commerce  High  School  playfield. 

There  being  no  objection,  Mr.  Irving  Breyer,  counsel  for  the  Board 
of  Education,  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  he  declared 
that  the  Board  of  Education  some  time  ago  adopted  a  resolution,  the 
purport  of  which  was  to  turn  over  the  Commerce  High  Playfield  to 
the  City  and  County  without  cost;  however,  with  the  stipulation 
that  whatever  interest  the  Board  of  Education  had  in  said  property 
would  be  retained. 

Supervisor  Christopher  stated  he  would  like  to  see  action  taken 
by  the  Parking  Authority  to  institute  parking  privileges  at  the  play- 
field  in  the  immediate  future.  He  stated  he  had  been  asked  repeatedly 
why  this  area  has  not  been  made  available  for  parking.

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  am  sorry  that  the  Mayor  saw  fit  to  attack 
me  personally  when  I  made  the  request  for  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000.  The  State  Crime  Commission's  report,  just  out,  condemns 
San  Francisco.  I  have  prepared  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  I  want 
it  made  part  of  the  record. 

No  objection  and  so  ordered. 

Statement. 

Supervisor  Mancuso: 

I  feel  that  it  is  necessary  that  some  reply  be  made  to  the  statements 
of  Mayor  Robinson  concerning  my  efforts  to  obtain  an  appropriation 
for  an  investigation  of  crime  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  attack  any  individual,  including  the 
Mayor,  in  my  effort,  which  is  merely  a  sincere  effort  to  clear  the 
atmosphere  of  suspicion  that  now  exists  in  San  Francisco  and  has 
for  some  time.  Why  the  Mayor  seems  to  want  to  make  a  personal 
issue  insofar  as  I  am  concerned  is  something  I  cannot  understand. 
It  would  appear  to  me  that  all  public  officials  in  San  Francisco,  and 
particularly  the  Mayor,  should  invite  an  investigation  by  outside 
interests  to  determine  if  there  is  any  merit  to  the  many  rumors 
existing  and  that  have  existed  for  some  time.  The  atmosphere  of 
suspicion  in  San  Francisco  must  be  cleared  and  can  only  be  cleared 
by  an  investigation. 

The  Mayor  has  continually  taken  the  position  that  San  Francisco 
is  one  of  the  white  spots  of  the  nation.  However,  the  recent  State 
Crime  Commission  report  referred  to  incidents  taking  place  in  San 
Francisco  that  the  Mayor  states  it  is  now  regrettable  that  this  in- 
formation sets  forth  events  that  took  place  several  years  ago. 

However,  several  years  ago  the  Mayor  took  the  same  position  he 
is  taking  at  the  present  time  and  the  Crime  Commission  report  seems 
to  indicate  he  must  have  been  in  error  then;  maybe  he  is  in  error  now. 

What  I  want  to  know  is  why  the  Mayor  is  opposed  to  an  appro- 
priation, particularly  in  view  of  the  Crime  Commission's  report  which 
was  just  issued;  further,  why  he,  as  chief  executive,  would  not 
welcome  such  an  appropriation  that  the  atmosphere  might  be  cleared 
insofar  as  all  public  officials  are  concerned  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco? 
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It  is  not  my  purpose,  as  a  supervisor,  and  not  my  duty  and  re- 
sponsibility to  do  all  of  the  things  that  the  Mayor  said  I  should  do. 
In  requesting  an  appropriation  for  a  study,  I  am  doing  the  very 
thing  as  a  legislator  that  I  am  elected  to  do,  and  the  Mayor  knows  \ 
this  just  as  well  as  I  do.  The  Mayor  knows  further  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  me  as  an  individual  to  get  anywhere  in  attempting 
to  check  into  this  problem,  as  all  of  the  records  and  steps  that  are 
taken  are  under  control  by  departments  entirely  under  his  control 
and  jurisdiction  and  not  under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  or  any  member  of  the  Board.  After  all,  he 
appoints  the  Police  Commission,  which  in  turn  controls  the  Police 
Department. 

I  hope  the  Mayor  can  see  his  way  clear  to  come  out  in  support  of 
my  request  for  an  appropriation.  He  should  take  the  same  position 
that  was  taken  by  Roger  Lapham  when  he  was  threatened  with  a 
recall.  Mayor  Lapham  signed  the  petition  for  recall  and  requested 
the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  sign  the 
petition  and  determine  whether  or  not  they  wanted  to  keep  him  as 
the  chief  executive  of  the  city. 

To  me  it  seems  that  the  Mayor  should  invite  this  investigation  to 
clear  any  aspersions  that  might  be  cast  on  any  officials  serving  under 
his  administration,  whether  elected  or  otherwise.

Mr.  Irving  Breyer,  Counsel  for  the  Board  of  Education:  We  have 
been  told  many  times  that  Commerce  Playfield  is  not  being  used 
and  should  be  made  available  for  parking  purposes.  The  Board  of 
Education  was  persuaded  into  doing  exactly  that,  making  that  field 
available  for  parking.  We  have  done  that,  permitting  the  use  of  that 
field  and  charging  nothing  for  it.  We  are  faced  with  certain  legal 
rights.  As  far  as  the  School  District  is  concerned,  we  are  doing 
exactly  what  you  are  asking  us  to  do;  making  the  field  available  for 
parking  purposes.  We  have  not  entered  into  negotiations  with  the 
Parking  Authority;  however,  we  are  willing  to  turn  the  property 
over  to  the  City  and  County.  If  they  want  to  make  it  available  to 
the  Parking  Authority,  that  is  their  business. 
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Motion  to  Delete. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  moved  deletion  of  Section  5  of  the  proposed 
agreement,  reading  as  follows:  "5.  That  upon  the  termination  of  this 
lease,  the  jurisdiction  of  said  field  shall  be  returned  to  the  School 
District,  unless  prior  thereto  the  School  District  has  taken  action  to 
terminate  its  interest  thereto."

Discussion  on  Bay  Crossing  Bill  in  the  Legislature.

Committee  last  week  to  permit  city  officials  the  opportunity  of  dis- 
cussing the  merits  of  the  Caldecott  bill  was  of  much  concern  to  him. 
San  Francisco,  he  declared,  had  done  more  than  her  share  in  trying 
to  be  a  good  neighbor,  and  has  always  tried  to  extend  the  hand  of 
friendship,  and  he  charged  that  while  San  Francisco's  representatives 
were  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  East  Bay  in  an  attempt 
to  reach  an  amicable  agreement  with  respect  to  the  construction  of 
a  parallel  and  a  southern  crossing,  the  Caldecott  bill  was  quietly 
being  introduced  in  Sacramento  and  thus  preparation  was  being 
made  for  any  eventuality.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
on  the  other  hand,  did  not  see  fit  to  take  such  precautionary  measures 
feeling  that  by  doing  so  it  would  constitute  an  affront  to  our  trans- 
bay  neighbors. 

The  Supervisor  now  urged  that  effort  should  be  made  to  have  our 
City  Attorney  prepare  a  restraining  order  and  proposed  legislation 
to  forestall  any  further  encroachment  by  the  California  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  so  that  the  interests  of  the  City  and  County  may  be  pro- 
tected at  all  costs.  The  Supervisor  further  ventured  the  opinion  that 
if  the  people  in  Alameda  County  were  permitted  to  express  their 
desires  at  the  polls,  they  would  vote  overwhelmingly  for  a  southern 
crossing.  The  Supervisor  therefore  asked  that  the  following  requests 
be  referred  to  the  proper  committee  for  consideration:

Supervisor  Sullivan  explained  that  the  Board  had  received  many 
communications  on  the  matter  of  rent  control  both  for  and  against 
the  matter,  and  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  inform  the  Board 
as  to  its  powers  in  the  matter. 

Bernard  Ward,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  remarked  that  the  Board 
had  received  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  which  stated  that 
under  the  police  powers  the  Board  would  have  the  power  to  set  up 
controls  concerning  rent;  that  the  Board,  in  order  to  declare  an 
emergency,  would  have  to  hold  hearings  to  get  certain  facts  and  then 
the  Board  could  act  upon  rent  control. 

Supervisor  Lewis  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  there  would  have 
to  be  an  emergency  before  the  Board  could  pass  a  rent  control 
ordinance. 

Mr.  Ward  replied  that  the  Board  would  have  to  find  that  an  emer- 
gency existed  which  required  use  of  police  powers.

determine  that  there  was  an  emergency  on  July  31st. 

Mr.  Ward  explained  that  the  emergency  would  arise  as  of  the 
date  that  the  controls  would  go  off.  If  the  emergency  was  to  be 
brought  about  by  decontrol  then  the  emergency  would  be  on  that  date. 

Supervisor  Lewis  asked  of  Mr.  Ward  if  he  would  advise  the  Board 
that  if  it  should  make  a  determination  after  listening  to  evidence 
today  would  he  hold  that  the  Board  could  put  on  controls  or  would 
the  Board  have  to  again  hold  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Ward  answered  that  if  the  facts  brought  forth  today  would 
show  that  an  emergency  would  exist  in  the  future  then  that  in- 
formation could  be  used  in  declaring  an  emergency  on  July  31st; 
that  he  believed  that  facts  could  be  developed  to  show  that  today's 
facts  could  be  used. 

Request  for  Legal  Opinion. 

Supervisor  Lewis  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  submit  his  written 
opinion  on  the  questions  which  had  been  propounded. 

No  objection  and  request  granted. 

Supervisor  McCarty  remarked  that  at  a  meeting  in  the  City 
Attorney's  Office,  Supervisor  Sullivan  and  himself  were  informed 
that  data  on  which  the  emergency  would  be  based  would  have  to 
exist  on  July  31st,  and  that  the  information  secured  today  would  not 
necessarily  be  effective  on  July  31st. 

Supervisor  McCarty  continued  that  there  were  a  number  of  ques- 
tions upon  which  the  Board  should  secure  information  in  addition 
to  whether  or  not  rents  should  be  decontrolled,  and  that  he  would 
suggest  that  the  Board  hear  the  thinking  of  all  the  various  groups 
in  connection  with  the  matter. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  stated  that  the  Board  had  received  an  opinion 
from  the  City  Attorney  in  which  he  explained  that  the  facts  the 
Board  would  receive  would  determine  whether  or  not  rent  controls 
should  be  enacted;  and  that  since  the  Board  was  sitting  as  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  he  believed  that  the  Board  should  proceed 
accordingly  and  then  act  after  the  matter  was  submitted. 

The  Chair  explained  that  the  Board  would  first  hear  from  the 
proponents  of  decontrol  and  then  the  opponents,  with  a  rebuttal 
period  for  each. 

Motion  to  Limit  Speakers. 

Supervisor  Arnold,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Sullivan,  moved  that 
a  time  limit  of  one  hour  be  granted  to  the  proponents  and  one  hour 
to  the  opponents. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher  remarked  that  he  felt  that  if  the  Board 
tried  to  stop  some  speaker  after  one  hour,  the  people  would  feel 
that  they  had  not  been  heard. 

Request  to  Withdraw  Motion.

At  the  request  of  Supervisor  Dobbs,  Supervisor  McCarty  explained 
the  reasons  why  the  Finance  Committee  considered  it  expedient  to 
recommend  the  submission  of  two  bond  issues  calling  for  the  re- 
habilitation of  the  Municipal  Railway.

Supervisor  Sullivan  moved  adoption;  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Ferdon. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  as  to  the  data  which  the  Public 
Health  and  Welfare  Committee  utilized  on  which  to  base  their  find- 
ings; further,  he  wanted  to  know  if,  in  the  event  the  pending  measure 
did  not  pass,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  President  of  the  Board  to 
submit  a  proposal  calling  for  the  creation  of  a  Fair  Rent  Committee. 

President  Dewey  Mead:  It  is  the  intention  of  your  Chairman  to 
present  a  resolution  setting  up  a  Fair  Rent  Committee,  consisting  of 
representatives  of  labor,  the  Real  Estate  Board,  apartment  house 
associations,  and  representatives  of  tenants. 

Supervisor  Christopher  asked  Supervisor  Sullivan,  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Welfare  Committee,  if  his  committee  had 
discussed  any  surveys  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  decision,  to 
which  Supervisor  Sullivan  replied  that  no  survey  was  considered. 

To  a  query  propounded  to  him  by  Supervisor  Christopher,  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  replied  that  extension  of  rent 
controls  must  be  based  upon  a  determination  of  facts  construed  to  be 
an  emergency  affecting  the  public  health  and  welfare. 

Supervisor  Figone  stated  that  since  last  Friday  he  had  personally 
conducted  a  survey  in  the  North  Beach  area  and  other  districts  and 
that  he  was  convinced  of  the  need  to  continue  rent  controls,  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  months. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  declared  that  the  Board  must  decide  from 
evidence  adduced  whether  or  not  an  actual  emergency  existed,  and 
that  up  to  the  present  moment  he  had  not  been  presented  with  any 
concrete  evidence  as  to  whether  or  not  an  emergency  existed,  aside 
from  the  two  field  surveys  conducted  last  year. 

Statements  by  Supervisors. 
Supervisor  Dobbs:  We  had  one  public  hearing  sitting  as  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole.  We  heard  evidence  from  both  sides.  The  Board, 
by  unanimous  action,  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  further  hearings  and  recommendation.  At  that  time 
two  proposals  were  submitted.  The  committee,  consisting  of  Super- 
visors Sullivan,  McCarty  and  myself,  was  asked  to  bring  back  one 
of  these  particular  measures  or  something  along  similar  lines.  The 
committee  listened  to  further  evidence  from  both  sides.  I  then  made 
a  motion  that  we  go  into  caucus  and  to  decide  among  ourselves  what 
position  we  would  take.  We  returned  to  these  Chambers  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Chairman.  I  explained  my  position  that  I  had  listened 
to  the  evidence  and  that  I  had  concluded  that  no  emergency  existed. 
Supervisor  McCarty  stated  he  was  going  to  suggest  to  the  Board  a 
proposition  different  from  that  of  myself  and  different  from  the 
resolutions  before  the  committee.  After  hearing  the  evidence  he 
said  he  would  recommend  that  a  12  per  cent  increase  be  given  all 
landlords  without  regard  to  rental,  and  that  the  12  per  cent  repre- 
sented an  average  increase  in  San  Francisco.  Supervisor  Sullivan  con- 


■^■uded  by  saying  that  he  would  reserve  his  decision   until  today, 
"^•he  committee  heard  evidence  that  the  Kellogg  Survey  of  1952  did 
not  represent  a  vacancy  factor  in  San  Francisco.    Newspaper  clip- 
pings were  presented  showing  vacancies.  We  asked  the  City  Attorney 
under   what    conditions    we    could    continue    rent    controls    in    San 
I    Francisco,  and  he  made  it  clear  that  there  was  only  one  issue  before 
;  I    the  Board:  Was  there  or  was  there  not  an  emergency  which  required 
I     that  rent  controls  be  extended  beyond  July  31st? 

Introduction  of  Guest. 

The  proceedings  were  momentarily  interrupted  to  permit  the  Presi- 
dent to  call  the  Board's  attention  to  the  presence  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger, 
former  city  Public  Health  Director,  and  his  wife. 


Resumption  of  Consideration  of  Rent  Control. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  continued:  The  City  Attorney  gave  us  one  deci- 
sion only,  if  you  do  not  have  an  emergency  existing,  you  cannot 
pass  rent  control  legislation.  My  conclusions  in  this  respect  were 
not  reached  for  any  consideration  of  parties  on  one  side  or  the  other. 
I  do  not  represent  any  landlords;  I  do  not  own  income  property. 
I  have  a  duty  to  pass  legislation  based  on  what  I  believe  to  be  facts, 
and  that  is  all.  In  my  judgment,  I  fail  to  find  evidence  that  an 
emergency  exists  either  today  or  will  exist  on  July  31st.  If  I  find 
that  landlords  go  out  of  bounds,  I  will  be  the  first  to  support  rent 
control  be  it  on  September  15,  October  15,  December  15  or  in  1954. 
Accordingly  I  will  vote  against  the  calendar  item. 

Supervisor  Halley:  I  also  sat  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  I 
also  attended  the  Health  Committee  hearing.  On  the  facts  presented 
I  cannot  understand  how  an  emergency  exists  now  nor  in  the  for- 
seeable  future.  If  greed  should  run  rampant  among  the  landlords, 
I  shall  be  among  the  first  to  propose  legislation  on  the  matter.  I  feel 
that  San  Francisco,  as  the  rest  of  the  state,  should  be  freed  of  rent 
control.  I  am  not  too  fearful  that  property  owners  can  possibly  be 
stupid  enough  to  jeopardize  their  own  welfare.  I  don't  believe  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  will  be  too  greatly  disturbed  by  the  lifting 
of  rent  controls. 

Supervisor  Mancuso:  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  introducing  on 
two  past  occasions  legislation  extending  rent  control.  We  have  had 
hearings  on  this  matter  to  which  the  people  were  invited.  Within 
the  last  two  weeks,  Congress  has  taken  controls  off  of  two  major 
cities  in  California,  one  of  them  being  San  Diego.  In  my  opinion,  one 
of  the  most  critical  areas  in  the  State  of  California  is  San  Diego.  I 
think,  but  I  am  not  quite  sure,  that  San  Francisco  is  the  only  city 
that  has  rent  control.  Frankly,  gentlemen,  contrary  to  feelings  of 
some  members  of  this  Board,  there  is  no  evidence  introduced,  in  my 
opinion,  that  would  indicate  the  existence  of  an  emergency  and  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  continuance  of  rent  controls  at  this  time. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  I  agree  with  Supervisor  Dobbs  that  the 
matter  before  the  Board  is  the  determination  as  to  whether  or  not 
an  emergency  exists.  We  heard  from  people  last  Friday.  What  was 
before  us  last  Friday?  We  had  the  two  resolutions  now  before  us. 
President  Mead  made  certain  statements  as  to  his  intentions,  and  I 
made  certain  statements  as  to  my  intentions.  I  would  like  to  say, 
however,  that  I  feel,  in  the  interest  of  proper  procedure,  that  we 
should  not  discuss  the  recommendations  of  anyone  in  regard  to  pos- 
sible legislation.  We  should  confine  our  hearings  today  as  to  whether 
or  not  an  emergency  exists.  We  have  had  very  costly  surveys.  Just 
seven  months  ago  a  survey  showed  certain  vacancy  factors  on  which 
the  Board  extended  rent  control.  One  side  presented  evidence  from 
the  Federal  Bureau,  showing  vacancy  factors;  the  other  side  showing 
newspaper   ads,   personal   knowledge   claims   and   so   forth.     It   was 
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pointed  out  to  us  it  is  contemplated  that  the  vacation  of  homes  due 
to  the  redevelopment  program  will  call  for  more  homes.  I  feel 
evidence  on  this  matter  is  close.  Our  population  has  been  increasing. 
I  feel  that  the  emergency  factor  which  may  not  be  an  emergency 
elsewhere  may  well  tend  to  be  one  here. 

Supervisor  Lewis  Requested  to  Assume  the  Chair. 

President  Mead  requested  Supervisor  Lewis  to  assume  his  chair 
so  that  he  could  make  a  statement  on  the  pending  measure. 

Supervisor  Mead:  I  call  my  colleague's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
over  the  weekend  I  was  advised,  in  no  uncertain  terms,  that  I  would 
arrive  here  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  a  stretcher.  I  may  go 
out  on  a  stretcher  but  I  arrived  here  on  my  own  two  feet.  I  am  being 
accused  of  being  the  leader  of  the  movement  for  decontrol.  I  have 
never  discussed  this  matter  with  any  of  my  colleagues.  I  have  served 
on  this  Board  for  quite  some  time.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  Boards 
of  Supervisors.  They  are  all  over  21  years  of  age  and  no  matter 
what  I  say  to  them,  it  won't  have  any  effect.  I  want.it  definitely 
understood  that  the  people  who  are  threatening  me  are  wasting  their 
time.  I  am  not  a  bit  frightened,  although  they  might  frighten  my 
wife.  We  have  our  conscience  to  live  with.  I  have  made  many 
decisions  on  this  Board  and  I  expect  to  make  many  more,  and  I 
never  went  home  worried  about  it.  There  are  two  things  I  like  to 
do,  relax  and  sleep,  so  I  have  no  fear.  Because  of  my  labor  back- 
ground, many  people  feel  that  I  have  turned  turtle.  I  hope  that 
those  in  Labor  will  continue  to  be  my  friends. 

I  have  told  my  labor  friends  so,  whenever  I  felt  they  were  wrong. 
Now  I  realize  that  Labor  is  entitled  to  every  consideration  in  the 
world  and  it  is  going  to  get  it,  but  I  am  also  aware  of  the  fact  that 
Labor,  in  many  instances,  has  gotten  many  raises  over  the  period  of 
years,  while  property  owners  have  been  granted  an  increase  of 
25  per  cent  over  a  period  of  ten  years.  I  am  also  aware  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  unscrupulous  landlords  and  unscrupulous  people  in 
any  business.  Everywhere  you  go  the  landlords  are  in  the  minority 
and  I  have  enough  confidence  that  they  will  do  right  by  the  people 
of  San  Francisco.  If  the  minority  becomes  a  majority,  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  will  do  something  about  it.  Los  Angeles  operated  a 
Fair  Rent  Committee  when  controls  went  off  down  there.  They  had 
some  three  hundred  complaints.  They  were  handled  to  everybody's 
satisfaction,  so  much  so  that  the  committee  has  been  dispensed  with. 
I  have  yet  to  hear  one  solitary  squawk  from  the  City  of  Oakland. 
In  Sacramento,  the  controls  went  off.  Do  you  know  what  happened? 
Some  rents  have  been  lowered.  If  you  want  to  grow,  you  must 
induce  people  to  come  to  San  Francisco.  I  accordingly  will  vote  for 
discontinuance  of  rent  controls  as  of  July  31.  Regardless  of  the  fact 
that  I  will  have  made  thousands  of  enemies  or  friends,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  I  think  there  are  enough  people  in  the  Chambers  to 
attack  me  on  my  way  out,  I  can  still  go  home  tonight  and  know  that 
in  my  own  heart  I  have  done  the  right  thing.

Discussion  of  San  Francisco's  Policy  With  Respect  to  Federal  Legisla- 
tion Concerning  a  Southern  Bay  Crossing. 

There  being  no  objection,  Supervisor  Christopher  expressed  the 
feeling  that  the  Board  should  advise  our  federal  legislators  that  San 
Francisco  wanted  to  be  assured  that  a  southern  Bay  crossing  would 
be  constructed  first  and  then  later  on,  possibly  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  a  second  or  third  bridge. 

Supervisor  Halley,  Acting  Mayor:  I  requested  Congressman  Mail- 
liard,  as  Acting  Mayor,  to  oppose  any  action  necessitating  any 
change  in  the  Dolwig  Bill  until  our  delegates  arrive  in  Washington 
and  discuss  the  matter  with  him  first  hand. 

Supervisor  Christopher:  I  feel  that  before  we  adjourn  this  after- 
noon, this  Board  of  Supervisors  should  inform  our  congressional 
legislators  of  our  feelings  in  the  matter.  We  should  apprize  Mailliard 
and  Shelley  as  to  our  feelings. 

Supervisor  Halley:  I  will  read  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Acting 
Mayor  and  presented  to  the  legislative  committee  last  Friday  and 
approved  unanimously  at  that  time.  (Read  statement.)  Since  that 
time,  Supervisor  Lewis  has  approved  the  statement  only  in  part. 
It  was  discussed  at  length  last  Friday  and  this  morning.  The  majority 
of  the  committee  still  feel  it  is  the  policy  of  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  and  our  delegation  at  Washington  has  been  so  instructed. 
I  have  not  been  instructed  to  compromise  San  Francisco's  position.

Supervisor  Lewis  suggested  that  Supervisor  Christopher's  motion 
be  amended  to  provide  language  to  the  effect  that  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  would  be  willing  to  go  along  with  the  policy  of 
the  East  Bay  as  soon  as  we  were  assured  of  the  financing  and 
priority   construction   of   the   southern   crossing. 

Supervisor  Halley  urged  that  in  lieu  of  the  pending  motion  by 
Supervisor  Christopher,  nothing  be  done  pending  an  expression  from 
San  Francisco's  delegation  which  is  scheduled  to  meet  with  San 
Francisco's  congressional  representatives  tomorrow  for  the  purpose 
of  arriving  at  a  mutual  understanding  and  agreement.

Discussion  of  Legislation  Pending  Before  Congress  With  Respect  to 
Extension  of  Tolls  on  the  San  Francisco- Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 

Acting  Mayor  Halley  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Legislative 
Committee  had  considered  the  matter  of  Congressional  legislation 
affecting  the  southern  crossing  for  the  past  several  days.  The  Com- 
mittee has  unanimously,  with  the  exception  of  Assessor  Russell  L. 
Wolden,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  amendments  to  the  Federal 
Consent  Statute  as  approved  by  the  City  Attorney  and  Mr.  George 
Herrington,  Bond  Counsel,  should  be  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for   enactment  by  Congress.    Mr.   Wolden   has   cast   a 
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negative  vote  since  he  is  in  favor  of  outright  repeal  of  the  Federal 
Consent  Statute. 

Supervisor  Halley  presented  the  following  resolution,  and  moved, 
in  order  to  bring  the  issue  before  the  Board  for  its  action,  that  it 
be  adopted. 

Declaring  Policy  With  Respect  to  S.B.  2289,  Amending  the  "Federal 
Consent  Statute,"  as  It  Pertains  to  the  Collection  of  Tolls  on  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 

File  No.  10730,  Resolution  No (Series  of  1939). 

Thereupon  Acting  Mayor  Halley  explained  that  what  has  been 
proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Legislative  Committee  is  identical 
with  Senator  Kuchel's  S.B.  2289  except  that  the  amendments,  as 
mentioned,  have  been  included.  This  matter  has  been  discussed  by 
the  Committee  with  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  City  Attorney 
and  Mr.  Herrington  and  in  response  to  questions  propounded  by  the 
Acting  Mayor  as  to  what,  in  substance,  these  amendments  did  to  the 
original  bill,  Mr.  Herrington  dictated  a  statement  to  the  Acting 
Mayor's  stenographer,  reading  as  follows: 

"This  bill  authorizes  the  State  to  continue  to  collect  tolls  on  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  not  only  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  cost  of  the  bridge  and  maintenance  and  operation  but  also 
for  the  purpose  of  repaying  all  sums  heretofore  advanced  and  required 
to  be  repaid  to  the  State  of  California.  Repayment  of  maintenance 
and  operation  charges  to  the  State  of  California  is  required  by  the 
terms  of  the  Dolwig  Bill  and  is  now  permitted  by  this  Federal 
legislation. 

"The  Federal  Act  further  authorizes  the  State  to  continue  tolls 
on  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  to  pay  the  costs  of 
engineering,  financing  and  constructing  not  to  exceed  two  additional 
highway  crossings  over  San  Francisco  Bay  and  their  approaches. 
It  therefore  complies  with  the  mandate  of  the  Dolwig  Act  to  the 
effect  that  the  Southern  Crossing  shall  not  be  constructed  until  the 
limitations  upon  the  collection  of  tolls  on  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Bridge  for  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Crossing  have  been 
deleted.  The  Federal  Act  does  not  repeal  the  restrictions  which  are 
contained  in  the  1931  Federal  statute  but  now  specifically  authorizes 
the  State  to  continue  to  collect  tolls  on  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Bay  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  not  to  exceed  two  addi- 
tional highway  crossings  and  this  would  of  course  include  the 
Southern  Crossing  which  is  required  to  be  constructed  first  under 
the  Dolwig  bill.  The  language  of  the  Federal  Statute  has  now  been 
clarified  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to  finance  the  construction  of  the 
Southern  Crossing.  These  amendments  to  the  Federal  Statute  have 
been  approved  by  Mr.  Dion  R.  Holm,  the  City  Attorney,  and  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  have  the  Federal  bill  as  amended  passed  at 
this  current  session  of  Congress." 

Supervisor  Lewis  asked:  As  I  understand  it,  the  written  opinion 
which  you  have  just  read  to  the  Board,  prepared  by  George  Herring- 
ton, was  given  to  the  committee  after  reading  the  exact  language  of 
the  bill  which  has  been  introduced? 

Acting  Mayor  Halley:  It  was  given  to  the  committee  subsequent 
to  the  action  of  the  committee  approving  these  amendments.  After 
representatives  of  the  press  had  asked  Mr.  Herrington  for  a  state- 
ment, I  requested  that  he  dictate  a  statement  to  one  of  my  stenog- 
raphers; that  is,  after  Mr.  Herrington  had  studied  the  amendments, 
and  he  stated  that  he  was  in  accord  therewith. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  I  want  to  be  satisfied  that  Mr.  Herrington  is 
saying  that  these  amendments  would  in  no  way  jeopardize  the  fi- 
nancing of  the  southern  crossing. 
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Acting  Mayor  Halley:  That  is  exactly  what  he  is  saying.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  present  legislation,  according  to  Mr.  Herrington  and 
City  Attorney  Holm  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  interfere  with  the 
mandate  of  the  Dolwig  Bill. 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Lewis,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Halley,  moved  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  for  Thomas  Gray,  manager  of  the  Downtown 
Association  of  San  Francisco,  residing  at  2848  Union  Street. 

No  objection  and  so  ordered. 

Mr.  Gray  stated  that  two  weeks  ago  the  Association  wired  Senator 
Knowland  to  the  effect  that  he  was  flouting  the  law  of  the  people 
of  the  State  of  California  as  expressed  by  an  overwhelming  vote  of 
the  Assembly  and  the  Senate.  Senator  Knowland  was  also  reminded 
that  in  1949  he  asked  for  the  outright  repeal  of  the  Federal  Consent 
Statute  on  behalf  of  a  parallel  crossing,  but  that  now  he  has  changed 
his  position  because  a  southern  crossing  is  contemplated.  The  meet- 
ing in  the  Mayor's  office  today  developed  the  thought  that  no 
crossing  would  be  approved  unless  some  compromise  were  reached. 
We  also  have  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Herrington  at  this  time  that  the 
proposed  amended  bill  does  not  conflict  with  the  Dolwig  Bill.  In 
yielding  somewhat  to  Senator  Knowland,  and  I  think  we  have  nothing 
to  cheer  about,  the  economy  and  well-being  of  the  area  are  of  more 
concern  to  us  than  to  him,  perhaps.  Therefore,  I  have  been  instructed 
by  my  Association  to  approve  the  Kuchel  Bill,  S.B.  2289,  as  it  is 
proposed  to  be  amended  by  the  amendments  before  you. 

Supervisor  Lewis:  Since  this  matter  started,  I  was  desirous  of 
(1)  getting  a  priority  for  a  southern  crossing  and  (2)  being  assured 
that  the  flnancing  of  a  southern  crossing  would  not  be  jeopardized. 
I  would  have  preferred  that  the  amendments  to  the  Federal  Consent 
Statute  provide  that  a  southern  crossing  be  constructed  first,  rather 
than  providing  for  two  crossings.  Tonight  I  spoke  with  Mr.  Joseph 
Knowland  and  he  advised  me  that  through  his  son.  Senator  Know- 
land,  he  has  been  informed  that  no  Federal  Consent  Statute  could 
be  passed  through  Congress  which  would  provide  for  a  location  for 
any  crossing  over  San  Francisco  Bay.  That  is  why  the  East  Bay 
has  agreed  to  specifying  two  crossings  over  the  bay.  I  think  this  is 
an  occasion  for  rejoicing  and  I  do  not  consider  it  a  compromise. 
We  have  a  priority  for  a  southern  crossing,  with  no  jeopardy  to  its 
financing.  We  have  the  state  being  allowed  to  specify  where  the 
crossings  are  to  be  located  and  I  am  very  happy  and  so  should  the 
entire  Bay  Area  be  thankful  that  we  have  finally  wrapped  this 
matter  up  and  are  in  a  position  at  last  to  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  southern  crossing. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  It  should  be  pointed  out  at  this  time  that  we 
do  not  know  whether  or  not  Senator  Knowland  will  agree  to  these 
amendments.  However,  I  think  we  should  get  on  with  our  action 
here  and  forward  our  expressions  to  Washington. 

Controller  Harry  D.  Ross:  Mr.  Herrington's  statement  showed  that 
in  his  judgment  there  is  a  problem  presented  by  the  bills  in  their 
present  form;  that  they  place  restrictions  upon  the  construction  of 
a  southern  crossing  which  might  make  it  necessary  to  amend  the 
Dolwig  Bill  to  conform  to  the  federal  statute.  Therefore,  we  must 
oppose  the  bills  in  their  present  form,  but  Mr.  Herrington  stated  that 
if  you  approve  the  amendments  now  before  you,  and  the  bill  is  so 
amended  as  to  effectuate  the  policy  agreed  upon  by  the  San  Francisco 
Legislative  Committee,  the  Dolwig  Bill  will  not  have  to  be  amended. 
The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Federal  Consent  Statute 
should  be  repealed,  but  if  that  is  not  possible,  then  it  should  be 
amended  in  accordance  with  the  amendments  now  before  you. 
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Motion. 


Supervisor  McCarty:  I  move  that  the  Board  go  on  record  with 
the  following  policy  statement:  (1)  That  we  advocate  an  outright 
repeal  of  all  toll  restrictions  on  the  existing  bay  bridge.  (2)  That 
if  this  is  not  possible,  we  advocate  the  passage  of  S.B.  2289  with 
the  amendments  as  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  delegation.  (3) 
That  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  passage  of  S.B.  2289  without 
such  amendments.   Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Halley. 

An  extensive  discussion  followed. 

Withdrawal  of  Motion. 

There  being  no  objection,  Supervisor  McCarty  withdrew  his  motion. 

Presentation  of  Measure. 
Supervisor  Halley  presented  the  following  measure: 

Declaring  Policy  With  Respect  to  S.B.  2289,  Amending  the  "Federal 
Consent  Statute"  as  It  Pertains  to  the  Collection  of  Tolls  on  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 

File  No.  10730,  Resolution  No.  13505  (Series  of  1939). 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  does  hereby  oppose  Senate  Bill  2289  in  its  present 
form  because  it  does  not  conform  to  the  mandate  of  the  Dolwig 
Bill;  however,  that  in  the  event  said  Senate  Bill  2289  be  amended 
as  recommended  by  the  San  Francisco  Legislative  Committee  as  set 
forth  hereinbelow,  then  this  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  recom- 
mend passage  thereof: 

Proposed  amendments  as  follows: 

Section  2(a).  The  State  of  California  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix, 
charge  and  collect  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  bridge  referred  to  in  the 
first  section  of  this  Act,  at  rates  so  adjusted  as  to  provide  a  fund 
sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  cost  of  maintaining,  repairing  and 
operating  such  bridge  and  its  approaches  under  economical  manage- 
ment, and  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  bridge  and  its  approaches  (includ- 
ing reasonable  interest,  financing  and  refunding  costs,  together  with 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  suitable  reserves,  and  the 
repayment  of  all  sums  heretofore  advanced  and  required  to  be  repaid 
under  existing  laws  of  the  State  of  California.) 

(b).  The  State  of  California  is  authorized  to  fix,  charge,  and 
collect  tolls  for  the  use  of  such  bridge  to  pay  the  cost  of  engineer- 
ing, planning,  financing,  constructing,  making  alterations,  additions, 
betterments,  improvements  and  extensions,  and  maintaining,  repair- 
ing, and  operating  (including  reasonable  interest,  financing  and 
refunding  costs,  together  with  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  suitable  reserves)  of  not  to  exceed  two  additional  highway  cross- 
ings across  the  bay  of  San  Francisco  and  their  approaches.  The  State 
of  California  is  also  authorized  to  fix,  charge,  and  collect  tolls  for 
the  use  of  such  additional  highway  crossing  or  crossings.  After  a 
fund  shall  have  been  provided  from  the  tolls  collected  for  the  use 
of  the  bridge  referred  to  in  the  first  Section  of  this  Act  and  from 
tolls  charged  for  the  use  of  such  additional  highway  crossing  or 
crossings,  sufficient  to  pay  all  costs  referred  to  in  sub-paragraph  (a) 
hereof  and  also  all  costs  of  such  additional  highway  crossing  or 
crossings  and  their  approaches  (including  the  cost  of  all  additions, 
betterments,  improvements  or  extensions  thereof  and  all  interest, 
refunding  and  financing  costs,  together  with  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  suitable  reserves),  such  bridge,  and  such  additional 
highway  crossing  or  crossings,  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  and 
operated  free  of  tolls,  or  the  rates  of  toll  shall  thereafter  be  adjusted 
so  as  to  provide  a  fund  of  not  to  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  proper  maintenance,  repair  and  operation  of  such  bridge  and 
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such  additional  highway  crossing  or  crossings  and  their  approaches, 
under  economical  management,  together  with  any  extensions,  im- 
provements or  betterments  thereof.  An  accurate  record  of  the  cost 
of  such  bridge  and  such  highway  crossing  or  crossings  and  their 
approaches,  the  expenditures  for  maintaining,  repairing  and  operat- 
ing the  same  and  of  the  daily  tolls  collected  shall  be  kept  and  shall 
be  available  for  the  information  of  all  persons  interested. 

Motion  to  Adopt. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved  immediate  adoption;  seconded  by  Super- 
visor McCarty. 

Adopted  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes:    Supervisors   Arnold,    Christopher,    Figone,    Halley,    Lewis, 
McCarty,  Mead — 7. 
Absent:    Supervisors  Dobbs,  Ferdon,  Mancuso,  Sullivan — 4. 

Supervisor  Lewis  urged  that  Mr.  Herrington  be  prevailed  upon  to 
direct  a  letter  to  Senator  Knowland  to  the  effect  that  unless  the 
proposed  language  is  accepted,  the  financing  of  the  southern  crossing 
will  be  jeopardized. 

No  action  taken. 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  McCarty,  that 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  be  instructed  to  communicate  jointly  to 
City  Attorney  Dion  R.  Holm,  Chief  Administrative  Officer  Thomas  A. 
Brooks  and  Congressional  Legislative  Representative  Francis  V. 
Keesling,  Jr.,  at  the  Statler  Hotel,  Washington  D.  C,  by  telegram, 
the  contents  of  the  resolution  adopted  above. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Lewis,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Christopher,  moved 
that  the  Board  request  Mr.  George  Herrington  to  communicate  by 
wire  with  Senator  Knowland  and  advise  the  Senator  that  unless  the 
amendments  proposed  here  are  inserted  in  the  Kuchel  Bill,  the 
financing  of  the  southern  crossing  will  be  jeopardized. 

Supervisor  Arnold  declared  that,  in  his  opinion,  it  would  be  an 
imposition  to  ask  Mr.  Herrington  to  render  an  opinion  on  this  matter 
at  this  time. 

Supervisor  Halley  stated  that  in  his  opinion  a  formal  request  would 
be  out  of  order  at  this  time  but  stated  further  that  as  the  Acting 
Mayor  he  will  make  an  endeavor  to  have  Mr.  Herrington  take  some 
action  in  that  direction. 

Withdrawal  of  Motion. 

Thereupon,  there  being  no  objection,  Supervisor  Lewis  withdrew 
his  motion. 

Supervisor  Halley  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Legislative  Com- 
mittee has  informed  San  Francisco's  representatives  in  Washington 
that  the  amendments  considered  and  approved  this  evening  were  not 
to  be  construed,  in  any  way,  as  indicating  a  recession  from  San 
Francisco's  established  policy  of  seeking  priority  for  the  construction 
of  an  Army  Street  crossing,  nor  as  any  commitment  for  any  other 
crossing  in  addition  to  the  Army  Street  crossing. 

Motion  to  Recess. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Lewis,  that  the 
Board  now  recess  to  meet  again  at  the  call  of  the  Chair. 
No  objection  and  motion  carried.

Declaring  Policy  With  Respect  to  S.B.  2289,  Amending  the  "Federal 
Consent  Statute"  as  It  Pertains  to  the  Collection  of  Tolls  on  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge;  and  Repealing  Resolution  No.  13505 
(Series  of  1939). 

Supervisor  Halley  presented: 

File  No.  10730-1,  Resolution  No.  13506  (Series  of  1939). 

Motion  to  Adopt. 

Supervisor  Halley  remarked  that  the  City  Attorney  had  talked 
with  him  in  the  afternoon  and  had  given  him  his  assurance  that  the 
proposed  amendments  did  not  change  in  substance  the  legislation 
enacted  by  the  Board  at  last  night's  meeting.  Supervisor  Halley 
continued  that  the  City  Attorney  requested  that  this  legislation  be 
enacted  so  that  the  Board  could  go  on  record  as  approving  the 
changes,  following  which  Mr.  Holm  could  have  them  approved  in 
the  morning. 

Supervisor  Halley  moved  adoption,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Chris- 
topher. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  the  two 
pieces  of  legislation  contained  the  same  intent. 

Supervisor  Halley  answered  that  according  to  the  assurance  he 
had  received  from  Mr.  Holm,  corroborated  by  Mr.  Brooks,  there  was 
no  difference  between  the  resolutions  of  tonight  and  yesterday  and 
that  the  congressional  representatives  were  in  accord  at  the  present 
time. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  asked  if  the  suggested  changes  were  made  by 
Mr.  Kuchel. 
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Supervisor  Halley  replied  that  the  changes  had  been  suggested  by 
Senators  Kuchel  and  Knowland  as  well  as  the  Legislative  Council; 
that  the  Legislative  Council  had  approved  the  changes  as  to  form 
and  had  recommended  them. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  said  that  since  there  was  no  substantive  change 
from  the  action  of  the  Board  at  yesterday's  meeting,  it  was  his 
thinking  that  the  calling  of  the  meeting  disproved  the  necessity  for 
sending  the  representatives  to  Washington.  Supervisor  Ferdon  con- 
tinued that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  people  who  went  to 
Washington  were  to  report  on  substantive  changes  and  that  they 
should  assume  some  responsibility  on  the  matter. 

Supervisor  Halley  explained  that  Mr.  Holm  desired  that  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  report  back  to  him  tonight  and  inform  him  of  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  stated  that  it  was  his  position  that  when  people 
are  trusted  with  a  responsibility  they  must  face  that  responsibility; 
that  the  people  who  were  sent  to  Washington  are  the  representatives 
of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  should  not  continually  turn  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  advice.  Supervisor  Ferdon  continued 
that  if  they  cannot  perform  their  job  it  might  be  well  to  send  some- 
body in  whom  we  have  enough  confidence  to  place  our  trust,  because 
come  what  may,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  the  group  held 
responsible  for  the  results. 

Supervisor  McCarty  explained  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  neither 
Mr.  Holm  nor  Mr.  Brooks  was  shirking  any  responsibility;  that  he 
believed  that  the  request  for  the  Board's  approval  came  from  the 
representatives  in  Congress. 

Supervisor  Christopher  said  that  he  believed  that  Supervisor 
Ferdon  was  quite  right  but  that  he  assumed  that  Supervisor  Halley, 
as  Acting  Mayor,  and  the  people  who  were  sent  to  Washington 
wanted  to  be  sure  that  if  there  was  an  error  made  somewhere  along 
the  line  the  responsibility  would  revolve  around  the  heads  of 
the  Board.  Supervisor  Christopher  continued  that  he  could  not  con- 
demn the  Acting  Mayor  for  calling  the  Board  in  session  because 
there  was  a  document  to  act  upon;  that  as  of  tonight  it  was  the  best 
that  could  be  secured  and  that  the  Board  should  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility in  approving  the  matter. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  that  he  believed  that  most  members 
of  the  Board  would  assume  the  responsibility  of  acting  on  the 
legislation,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the  legislation  provided  for  the 
building  of  no  more  than  two  bridges  the  Board  would  not  be  going 
on  record  for  the  construction  of  a  parallel  bridge. 

Supervisor  Arnold  explained  that  the  legislation  was  only  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  the  tolls  beyond  the  present  period  within 
which  the  bonds  will  expire;  that  the  legislation  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  location  of  any  bridge  except  to  provide  that  tolls  may  be 
continued  on  the  present  bridge  and  to  provide  for  the  construction 
of  not  more  than  two  additional  bridges  with  the  southern  crossing 
to  be  constructed  first. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  stated  that  the  Board  should  remember  that 
the  man  who  has  caused  all  of  this  is  the  man  who  desired  a 
parallel  bridge  and  not  the  southern  crossing.  Supervisor  Ferdon 
continued  that  when  the  Board  was  successful  in  having  favorable 
legislation  passed  in  Sacramento  it  was  the  belief  that  it  had  been 
successful,  but  the  Board  should  realize  that  every  effort  would  be 
made  by  the  opponents  to  have  a  parallel  bridge  constructed  rather 
than  a  southern  crossing. 

Supervisor  Christopher  explained  that  he  felt  that  the  legislation 
would  continue  tolls  for  the  next  30  years;  that  this  was  a  method 
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of  compromise  that  could  not  be  avoided.  Supervisor  Christopher 
continued  that  he  did  not  believe  that  the  Board  should  insert  that 
we  are  opposed  to  a  parallel  bridge  but  that  the  Board  should  adopt 
the  legislation  in  its  present  form  and  not  show  how  we  interpret 
the  matter. 

Supervisor  McCarty  remarked  that  he  did  not  feel  that  the  legisla- 
tion called  for  a  parallel  crossing  and  that  he  believed  that  the 
Board  would  play  right  into  Mr.  Knowland's  hands  if  it  did  not  take 
a  stand  right  now.

Discussion. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Mrs.  Molly  Minudri, 
attorney  for  General  Laborers'  Union  Local  No.  261,  which  had 
allegedly  just  obtained  a  certification  for  a  15-cent  hour  wage  in- 
crease, who  urged  the  Board  to  immediately  pass  the  pending  measure 
to  second  reading,  and  who  stated  that  failure  so  to  do  might  jeo- 
pardize the  increase. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  Board  had  until  July  25th  to  pass  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion to  cover  the  increases  granted. 

At  this  point.  Supervisor  Arnold  read  a  part  of  Section  151.3  of 
the  Charter  having  to  do  with  the  Board  receiving  a  review  of  rates 
from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  or  before  the  second  Monday 
in  July. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  extended  to  Milton  Marks,  Jr., 
attorney-at-law,  representing  Automotive  Machinists'  Local  No.  1305, 
who  called  attention  to  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Board  from  said  local 
in  which  the  Board  was  requested  to  urge  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion to  certify  certain  rates  just  agreed  to  between  the  union  and 
certain  employers. 

Supervisor  McCarty  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blan- 
chard just  what  power  the  Board  had  with  respect  to  directing  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  certify  any  rates. 

Mr.  Blanchard  replied  that  previous  opinions  issued  by  his  office 
held  that  with  respect  to  certification  the  Board  had  only  ministerial 
powers  and  unless  the  error  or  oversight  was  obvious,  and  all  parties 
were  in  agreement  as  to  the  error,  the  Board  had  no  power  to  direct 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  certify  any  rates. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  Do  we  have  any  power  to  force  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  to  certify  any  particular  rates  to  us  today? 

Mr.  Blanchard:   None  that  I  know  of . 

Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  of  Mrs.  Kathleen  Dolen,  Super- 
visor of  Wage  Schedules  and  Classifications,  as  to  the  claim  of  Mr. 
Marks,  to  which  she  replied  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  had 
reviewed  all  rates  and  that  the  Board  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
Commission  outlining  its  position  in  the  matter;  further,  the  union 
represented  by  Mr.  Marks  had  submitted  a  rate  which  was  not  justi- 
fied and  not  adopted  by  the  industry  as  a  whole. 

Mr.  Marks:  Rates  of  pay  were  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission but  these  rates  were  not  the  proper  rates  of  pay  which  we 
contend  are  the  proper  ones.  The  Board  has  the  power  to  demand 
certification.  Today  is  the  last  day  for  certification.  If  you  do  not 
insist  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  certify  these  rates  today, 
there  is  a  very  serious  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  men  can  get  any 
other  rates  except  those  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Supervisor  McCarty,  Acting  President:  Assuming  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  has  made  an  obvious  error,  do  we  have  the  power  to 
correct  it? 
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Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  asked  permission  to  seek 
written  opinions  on  the  matter  and  was  temporarily  excused  for  that 
purpose. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  accorded  J.  L.  Hogg,  president 
of  the  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council,  who  asked  that 
the  Board  not  take  any  action  which  would  jeopardize  rates  of  pay 
of  the  employees  represented  by  his  organization.

In  Memoriam — Rudolph  E.  Rehbach. 
By  Superior  Court  Judge  Herbert  C.  Kaufman — July  8,  1953. 

Writer,  scholar,  philosopher  and  friend  for  thirty  years — I  have 
known  him  as  such.  Rudolph  E.  Rehbach,  City  Editor  of  the  Progress 
for  many  years,  left  our  midst  on  July  8,  1953.  He  was  a  writer  of 
the  old  school,  a  true  philosopher,  and  had  a  heart  full  of  the  milk 
of  human  kindness.  He  loved  his  many  friendships  and  his  news- 
paper work  was  his  life.  He  applauded  the  many  human  instincts 
in  men  and  wrote  critically  of  the  hypocrisy  that  he  found  in  life. 
He  was  a  great  exponent  of  the  "live  and  let  live"  philosophy  of 
life,  and  he  practiced  this  philoiS'ophy  in  his  daily  life.  He  was  known 
to  many  as  the  writer  of  the  "San  Francisco  Nite  by  Nite"  column 
in  the  Progress.  His  wit  and  humor  and  manner  of  expression 
endeared  him  to  thousands  of  readers.  I  feel  that  he  will  love  these 
few  words  about  him,  because  I  knew  his  intimate  thinking  about 
as  well  as  any  man,  and  to  have  these  thoughts  expressed  in  the  paper 
that  he  so  ably  headed  for  many  years  will  be  a  joy  to  him. 

We  will  miss  you,  Rudolph,  and  we  will  never  forget  you. 

Reference  to  Committee.

Supervisor  Christopher  presented:

Palace  of  Fine  Arts  Rehabilitation. 

Supervisor  Christopher  requested  that  the  proper  committee  hold 
a  hearing,  possibly  this  week,  for  the  purpose  of  definitely  deter- 
mining the  future  status  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts;  that  the  com- 
mittee may  wish  to  consider  the  advisability  of  submitting  either  a 
charter  amendment  or  a  bond  issue  at  the  coming  November  election. 
The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  all  interested  organizations 
are  requested  to  be  in  attendance,  as  well  as  Assemblyman  Wein- 
berger. 

Referred  to  Public  Buildings,  Lands  and  City  Planning  Committee. 

Statement  by  Supervisor  Dobbs  on  Policy- Making  by  Board's 
Committees. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  stressed  the  importance  of  the  Board's  following 
the  mandates  of  its  own  rules  of  order,  and  that  all  matters  relating 
to  policy  should  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee  for  study.  If 
this  is  not  followed,  the  Board  might  just  as  well  dispense  with  the 
Board's  committees  as  such,  and  maintain  only  a  Finance  Committee. 

Supervisor  Arnold,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  stated 
that  his  committee  had  no  intention  of  usurping  the  prerogatives  of 
any  other  committee. 

Resumption  of  Consideration  of  Salary  Standardization, 
Charter  Section  151.3. 

Upon  his  return  to  the  chambers,  Mr.  Thomas  Blanchard,  Deputy 
City  Attorney,  read  a  portion  of  an  opinion  rendered  by  the  City 
Attorney  some  time  ago. 

Acting  President  Francis  McCarty  asked  Mr.  Blanchard  if  an  official 
opinion  could  be  rendered  immediately  as  to  whether  the  Board  must 
act  on  the  pending  measure,  in  view  of  the  opinion  expressed  by 
Mr.  Marks  that  the  Board,  under  the  Charter,  must  act  on  the  measure 
today. 

Mr.  Blanchard  replied  to  the  effect  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter,  the  Board  can  only  act  on  the  pending  measure  if  it 
were  in  the  form  of  an  emergency. 

Supervisor  Arnold:  The  City  Attorney  has  told  us  that  we  have 
jurisdiction  and  that  we  do  not  have  to  pass  this  matter  today.  There 
aren't  enough  members  here  today  to  pass  the  measure  as  an  emer- 
gency and  of  necessity,  it  should  go  to  the  Finance  Committee.  (Here 
the  Supervisor  again  read  that  portion  of  the  Charter  stating  that 
the  Board,  not  later  than  the  25th  day  of  July,  must  pass  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  ordinance  to  provide  funds  for  the  increases  certi- 
fied by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.) 

Mr.  Blanchard:  In  my  opinion,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  pass  this  matter  today. 

Supervisor  Arnold:    Could  we  pass  it  today? 

Mr.  Blanchard:  The  way  I  look  at  it,  it  would  require  nine  votes  to 
pass  it  today. 

Mrs.  Molly  Minudri  insisted  that  a  literal  interpretation  of  the  word 
"thereupon"  meant  "immediately." 
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Supervisor  Arnold:  This  matter  has  never  been  passed  on  the 
second  Monday  in  July.  Historically,  the  procedure  followed  in  the 
past  has  been  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  objected  to  any  further  discussion  of  the  matter, 
and  declared  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Supervisor  McCarty:  Can  Mr.  Marks'  objections  be  taken  up  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  Wednesday  when  certifica- 
tion of  rates  are  to  be  considered? 

Mr.  Blanchard:   That  is  my  opinion. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  next  extended  to  Henry  S.  Foley, 
representing  the  C.  I.  O.  Carmen's  Union,  who  spoke  on  behalf  of 
his  group. 

Acting  President  Francis  McCarty:  Can  the  Board  on  any  date 
after  today  receive  certification  of  any  other  rates  other  than  those 
certified  to  us  today? 

Mr.  Blanchard:  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Civil  Service  Conmiission 
does  have  the  power  to  make  additional  certifications. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Dolen,  Supervisor  of  Wage  Schedules  and  Classifica- 
tions, Civil  Service  Commission,  again  reiterated  her  previous  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  full  and  complete  hearings  were  held  on  the 
subject  under  discussion  and  that  it  could  not  be  shown  that  the  rates 
presented  by  Mr.  Marks  were  those  generally  prevailing  in  the 
industry. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  pointed  out  that  in  1951  the  Salary  Stand- 
ardization Ordinance  affecting  Section  151.3  was  passed  as  an  emer- 
gency measure  on  July  15;  in  1952,  it  was  passed  again  as  an  emer- 
gency measure  on  July  21st;  both  dates  being  subsequent  to  dates  of 
certification  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  pending  measure  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Covfimittee. 

Request  for  Review  of  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Tolls. 

Supervisor  McCarty  asked  that  the  Finance  Committee  study  the 
advisability  of  requesting  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  directors  to  review 
the  Bridge's  toll  structure  with  the  thought  in  mind  of  recommending 
a  reduction  therein.

Request  for  Preparation  of  Legislation  Transferring  Jurisdiction  of  San 
Francisco's  Harbor  from  the  State  to  the  City  and  County. 

Supervisor  McCarty  requested  that  the  City  Attorney  confer  with 
Don  Cleary,  Legislative  Representative,  for  the  purpose  of  drafting 
legislation  to  be  submitted  to  the  State  Legislature,  calling  for  the 
transfer  of  jurisdiction  of  harbor  facilities  from  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

No  objection  and  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  comply. 

Request  for  Investigation  of  State  of  Title  to  Lick  Place. 

Supervisor  McCarty  requested  that  the  City  Attorney  determine 
the  exact  status  of  the  title  to  Lick  Place,  which  had  heretofore  been 
open  to  vehicular  travel,  but  which,  at  the  moment,  is  closed  to  such 
travel  by  means  of  barriers,  and  further,  that  the  City  Attorney  deter- 
mine if  abutting  property  owners  may  have  come  into  possession  of 
prescriptive  rights. 

No  objection  and  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  comply.

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Halley  declared  that  as  Acting  Mayor,  he  had  appointed 
the  Fair  Rent  Committee  and  Father  O'Shea  was  selected  as  Chair- 
man. It  was  considered  to  be  in  the  public  interest  that  public  funds 
be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Committee. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  objected  to  the  measure,  contending  that  since 
the  Board,  by  majority  vote,  found  that  no  emergency  existed,  he 
could  not  see  how  any  money  could  be  spent.  If  help  is  required, 
expense  for  such  should  be  borne  by  contributions.  Further,  the 
Board  was  told  that  no  public  funds  would  be  necessary. 

Supervisor  Halley  stated  that  it  was  determined  that  the  sum

Supervisor  Halley  explained  to  the  Board  the  events  which  led 
to  the  formation  of  the  Fair  Rent  Committee,  the  appointment  of 
members  and  the  fact  that  in  the  interest  of  impartiality,  it  was  con- 
sidered preferable  for  the  money  needed  for  the  committee's  operation 
to  come  from  the  City  rather  than  from  one  of  the  landlords'  or 
tenants'  groups. 

Supervisor  Halley  presented  a  communication  from  the  Reverend 
James  D.  O'Shea,  Chairman  of  the  Fair  Rent  Committee,  dated  July 
24,  1953,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  enclosing  a  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  committee,  requesting  that  the  Board  implement 
the  efforts  of  the  committee  with  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  its 
program  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Supervisor  Halley  urged  enactment  of  the  appropriation  measure. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  explained  his  position  in  the  matter;  that  he 
has  carefully  studied  the  results  of  a  report  concerning  decontrol  in 
the  major  cities  throughout  the  country;  that  in  practically  all  of 
those  cities  there  was  a  Fair  Rent  Advisory  Committee  formed;  but 
in  none  of  them  were  governmental  funds  requested;  and  further, 
a  much  greater  number  of  complaints  was  received  in  those  cities. 
His  opinion  is  that  our  committee  can  perform  a  great  public  service 
but  he  cannot  go  along  with  their  findings  that  they  should  have 
public  funds  at  this  time.  He  feels  that  the  committee's  work  will 
be  completed  in  approximately  30  days  as  it  has  in  all  similar  com- 
munities. He  does  not  feel  there  are  sufficient  complaints  registered 
at  the  present  time  to  warrant  such  an  expenditure  of  public  funds. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  that  one  of  the  points  made  last  week 
was  that  since  the  Board  declared  there  was  no  emergency,  there 
is  no  need  to  appropriate  money  for  the  committee.  There  may  not 
be  an  emergency;  we  all  hope  there  is  not;  but  that  does  not  mean 
the  absence  of  an  emergency  necessarily  precludes  a  substantial  num- 
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ber  of  unfair  increases.  This  committee  is  set  up  to  alleviate  that 
type  of  abuse.  Another  point  made  was  that  funds  were  deleted  from 
the  original  legislation  but  there  is  no  reason  why  that  action  cannot 
be  changed  if  the  Board  feels  that  there  is  need  for  the  services 
of  such  a  committee.  I  think  the  Board  owes  a  debt  to  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  regardless  of  whether  the  problem  was  faced  in  other 
communities,  to  make  sure  that  there  is  as  little  rent-gouging  as 
possible.  A  public  service  will  be  thereby  performed.  The  Fair  Rent 
Committee  feels  it  needs  the  money  and  I  feel  we  owe  an  obligation 
to  the  committee  which  we  created,  to  give  it  the  tools  with  which  to 
work. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  submitted  to  the  Clerk  six  complaints  concern- 
ing rent  increases  which  he  requested  be  referred  to  the  Fair  Rent 
Committee. 

Supervisor  Halley,  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  McAteer,  explained 
details  of  the  appropriation  items  contained  in  the  pending  measure. 

Supervisor  Mead:  I  am  firmly  convinced,  regardless  of  what  any 
other  part  of  the  country  does,  that  you  get  only  what  you  pay  for.

In  the  case  of  the  proposed  reduction 
of  tolls  on  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  we  took  the  position  that  we 
considered  we  had  no  right  to  tell  the  bridge  directors  what  to  do, 
but  we  had  the  right  to  make  known  our  desires  following  our 
studies  and  our  conclusions.  We  know  that  Mr.  Brooks  does  not  have 
to  make  the  money  available.    However,  I  want  to  tell  him  what  I 
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think.  If  we  vote  for  it,  we  are  merely  making  our  positions  known. 
There  is  nothing  wrong.  For  that  reason,  I  will  vote  against  the 
amendment  to  the  original  motion.

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Supervisor  Dobbs,  in  particular,  reminded  Supervisor  McAteer  that 
when  Supervisor  MacPhee  resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  he 
expressed  the  opinion  that  of  all  the  Boards  upon  which  he  had 
served,  the  present  Board  was  among  the  finest,  if  not  the  finest,  and 
therefore  Supervisor  McAteer  could  be  assured  that  the  caliber  of 
the  incumbent  members  was  such  as  to  guarantee  their  constructive 
effort  and  assistance.

Statement  of  Parking  Authority  Re  Construction  of  Bus  Terminal  at 
Proposed  Civic  Center  Underground  Garage. 

Supervisor  McCarty  explained  that  for  eight  years  the  air  line  com- 
panies had  been  working  on  the  matter  of  constructing  a  central  air 
line  terminal  and  they  have  secured  an  option  on  a  parcel  of  land 
on  Ellis  Street.  Right  after  they  had  come  to  their  agreement  the 
Parking  Authority  issued  a  statement  that  it  was  considering  the 
inclusion  of  a  bus  terminal  in  the  proposed  Civic  Center  Garage. 

Supervisor  McCarty  continued  that  he  did  not  believe  that  any 
branch  of  the  City  should  take  it  upon  itself  to  make  such  a  statement 
after  the  air  line  companies  had  reached  an  agreement.  He  then 
inquired  of  Mr.  Fisher  if  the  Parking  Authority  had  given  any  con- 
sideration to  the  discussions  that  had  been  underway  involving  the 
air  line  companies. 

Mr.  Fisher  replied  that  on  Friday,  Mr.  Smith  of  the  Parking 
Authority  pointed  out  that  he  had  made  studies  of  parking  under  the 
Civic  Center  and  that  throughout  those  considerations  plans  had  been 
made  for  other  uses  of  the  garage,  including  an  air  line  bus  terminal 
to  be  used  by  those  companies  that  did  not  desire  to  go  into  the 
central  air  line  bus  terminal. 

Supervisor  McCarty  exclaimed  that  the  Parking  Authority  had 
not  cooperated  with  the  City  Planning  Commission  because  the  Civic 
Center  Plaza  was  not  a  site  recommended  by  the  Commission  in  its 
survey  for  air  line  bus  terminals. 

Supervisor  McCarty  further  stated  that  United  Air  Lines  had  been 
opposed  to  going  into  the  matter  with  the  other  air  lines  with  all  the 
other  companies. 

Supervisor  Arnold  explained  that  he  believed  that  the  Parking 
Authority  would  do  well  to  focus  its  thought  and  time  on  parking  and 
not  to  enter  into  other  matters  that  might  be  controversial.  Super- 
visor Arnold  also  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  that  the  United  Air 
Lines  should  be  made  to  go  where  they  did  not  want  to.

Discussion. 

Mr.  Carl  Stoll,  representing  the  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association,  ex- 
plained that  if  any  benefit  was  to  be  received  from  the  shuttle  bus 
that  the  routing  was  the  key  factor;  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  the 
bus  should  tie  in  with  fringe  parking,  should  be  operated  through  the 
financial  district  during  the  lunch  hours  and  that  transfers  should  be 
,  accepted  on  the  bus. 

Supervisor  Lewis  stated  that  he  believed  that  all  efforts  should  be 
made  to  relieve  traffic  conditions  in  the  downtown  area  of  San  Fran- 
cisco; and  that  the  route  of  the  bus  should  have  been  worked  out 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  the  assistance  of  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  Parking  Authority  and  the  Police  Commission. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  asked  for  clarification  as  to  intent  of  resolu- 
tion that  the  rates  of  fares  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  all  expenses 
for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Blanchard,  Assistant  City  Attorney,  replied  that  the  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  resolution  was  not  supported  by  information 
transmitted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  that  they  limit  it  to 
60  days  only,  whereas  the  resolution  fixes  it  at  a  period  of  one  year. 
Mr.  Blanchard  continued  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  had 
advised  him  that  it  was  impossible  to  determine  for  a  period  of 
one  year. 

Motion  to  Do  Pass. 

Supervisor  Mancuso,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Lewis,  moved  do  pass. 

Discussion  Continued. 

Mr.  Ross,  Controller,  remarked  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  make  a  finding  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was  a  deficiency  budget. 

Supervisor  Christopher  inquired  of  Controller  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Board  was  permitted  to  presume  that  the  findings,  although  based 
on  theory,  were  facts. 

The  Controller  answered  that  there  apparently  would  be  no  added 
expenses  from  that  adopted  in  the  budget,  that  it  was  impossible  to 
estimate  the  amount  that  might  accrue  in  60-day  period  and  that  it 
could  not  have  any  effect  upon  the  budget. 

Supervisor  Christopher  said  that  usually  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission provided  the  Board  with  all  of  the  facts  in  matters  relating 
to  rates  and  fares,  but  in  the  matter  now  being  discussed  the  Board 
had  to  guess. 

Supervisor  Christopher  further  stated  that  he  would  like  to  know 
whether  or  not  the  Board  could  say  that  it  was  making  a  finding 
when  in  fact  it  was  not  making  a  finding. 

Mr.  Blanchard  replied  that  he  did  not  believe  that  pursuant  to  the 
information  submitted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  make  a  finding  in  the  matter. 
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Motion  to  Table. 

Supervisor  Christopher,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ferdon,  moved 
that  the  legislation  be  tabled. 

Discussion. 

Supervisor  Ferdon  inquired  whether  or  not  the  failure  to  make  a 
finding  would  jeopardize  the  amendment  to  the  rates  of  fares. 

Mr.  Blanchard  answered  that  in  his  opinion  he  did  not  believe  so 
because  it  was  not  possible  to  make  a  finding.

Supervisor  Ferdon  stated  that  the  Commission  has  not  set  forth 
in  its  resolution  that  the  operation  of  the  Shoppers'  Special  was  f- 
a  period  of  60  days. 

Mr.  Thomson  answered  that  that  was  eliminated  on  his  recom- 
mendation because  the  60-day  trial  did  not  make  any  change  in  rate 
schedule.

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Statement  by  Supervisor  H alley — Motion  to  Table. 

Supervisor  Halley  stated  that  he  had  been  informed  by  the  City 
Attorney's  office  that  the  designation  of  ballot  measures  was  purely 
an  administrative  function  and  therefore  outside  the  purview  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  moved  that  the  measure  be  tabled. 

Consideration  of  the  measure  was  temporarily  postponed  pending 
Board  action  on  the  remainder  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Judiciary  Comimittee. 

Suspension  of  the  Rules. 

Supervisor  McAteer  moved  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  seconded  by 
Supervisor  Christopher,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  action  of  the 
Board  in  adopting  a  resolution  at  its  last  regular  meeting  relative  to 
the  endorsement  of  proposed  effort  to  amend  initiative  measure  to 
increase  the  garbage  rates. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Supervisor  McAteer  explained  that  it  was  his  understanding  that 
it  was  unusual  for  the  Board  to  endorse  matters  of  such  a  con- 
troversial nature,  and  thereupon  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Christopher,  that  the  Board  rescind  its  action  whereby  it  had,  at  its 
last  regular  meeting,  adopted  Resolution  No.  13664  (Series  of  1939), 
entitled  "Endorsing  amendment  to  initiative  ordinance  on  garbage 
collection." 

Supervisor  Christopher  agreed  with  the  premise  expressed,  that 
insufficient  discussion  had  been  given  the  measure,  and  that  it  should 
be  given  an  exhaustive  committee  hearing,  and  thus  give  all  persons 
interested  ample  opportunity  to  express  their  views. 

Supervisor  Mancuso  denied  that  the  Board  acted  hastily  last  week 
in  approving  the  endorsement  of  the  initiative  garbage  measure  to 
provide  an  increase  in  rates,  and  stated  that  the  garbage  industry  is 
entitled  to  the  consideration  which  the  Board  had  accorded  it.  He 
believed  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the  Board  to  rescind  its  previous 
action. 

Supervisor  McCarty  expressed  the  opinion  that  since  there  is  con- 
siderable time  before  election,  day  and  since  two  members  of  the 
Board  desired  to  have  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  he  would  extend 
a  courtesy  vote  for  rescission.  He  explained  that  he  did  not  vote 
hastily  last  week  but  in  view  of  existing  circumstances,  he  would 
vote  for  rescission. 

Supervisor  Christopher  likewise  stated  he  did  not  vote  hastily  on 
the  measure  but  since  there  are  large  taxpaying  and  citizen  groups 
who  may  feel  they  have  been  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing themselves  on  the  matter,  and  that  if  such  a  hearing  is  not 
held,  the  measure  may  be  jeopardized,  he  would  vote  for  rescission. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  stated  that  he  had  given  the  measure  proper 
consideration  but  that  he  would  go  along  on  rescission.

Supervisor  Christopher  declared  that  if  the  practice  continues  of 
excusing  a  Supervisor  on  such  a  flimsy  excuse  as  has  been  offered 
today,  a  dangerous  precedent  would  be  set.  It  was  his  opinion  that 
in  the  past,  excuse  to  abstain  from  voting  was  granted  only  in  those 
cases  where  a  Supervisor  was  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  with 
the  measure  at  hand.  To  excuse  Supervisor  Sullivan  on  voting  on 
the  pending  issue,  which  he  believed  was  based  on  purely  political 
considerations,  would  constitute  a  dangerous  practice  and  would  be 
in  violation  of  a  Supervisors'  responsibility  to  his  constituents.

Supervisor  Christopher  thereupon  asked  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to 
obtain  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  as  to  the  grounds  on  which 
any  member  may  be  excused  from  voting. 

Supervisor  Sullivan  explained  that  he  was  not  being  pressured  into 
abstaining  from  voting;  he  had  voted  in  the  past  on  major  measures 
and  his  vote  had  decided  many  an  important  issue;  he  was  not  afraid 
to  vote  on  the  pending  one  but  he  felt  that  since  he  was  not  present 
at  the  Board's  last  regular  meeting  when  the  measure  was  approved, 
he  should  not  be  compelled  to  vote  on  rescission.

Supervisor  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  County,  State  and  National 
Affairs  Committee,  explained  that  the  purport  of  the  measure  is  that 
the  State  Park  Commission  be  urged  to  take  over  the  island  and 
steps  could  then  be  taken  to  effectuate  a  mutual  agreement  between 
state  and  city  governments  for  the  use  of  the  island  by  the  city  for 
recreational  and  historical  purposes.  He  urged  that  the  Board  take 
affirmative  action  and  thus  assure  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  an 
excellent  area  for  recreational  activities. 

Supervisor  Dobbs  expressed  the  belief  that  when  the  people  voted 
affirmatively  on  the  declaration  of  policy  some  years  ago,  they  were 
of  the  opinion  that  the  island  would  be  acquired  by  the  City  and 
County  at  no  cost,  and  that  it  was  further  understood  that  the  island 
would  pay  for  itself.  He  objected  to  taking  any  action  on  the  pending 
measure  imtil  all  pertinent  facts  are  made  known. 

Supervisor  McCarty  stated  the  opinion  that  the  arguments  put 
forth  by  the  proponents  of  the  ballot  measure  were  to  the  effect  that 
no  cost  would  accrue  to  the  city,  and  emphasized  that  the  Board 
should  not  proceed  further  in  the  matter  until  it  has  all  the  figures 
at  hand.

Mr.  Lewis  warned  the  Board  that  the  Federal  Government  had 
set  a  definite  deadline  of  January  1,  1954,  within  which  to  decide 
whether  state  and  local  authorities  wanted  the  island.  Mr.  Lewis 
added  that  the  Army  desired  but  a  small  portion  of  the  island  for 
guided  missile  purposes  and  that  they  intended  to  provide  certain 
docking  facilities  as  well  as  certain  utilities.  This  would,  in  a  great 
measure,  reduce  the  expense  which  it  was  anticipated  would  be  in- 
curred in  the  event  the  city  acquired  the  island.  He  added  further 
that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  had  never  proceeded  on  the 
theory  that  the  island  could  be  acquired  at  no  cost  to  the  city,  but 
that  in  view  of  the  Army's  intention  to  initiate  certain  improvements, 
the  overall  expenses  would  be  materially  reduced. 

Supervisor  Halley  declared  that  it  was  his  understanding  that 
adoption  of  the  pending  measure  would  not  bind  the  city  in  any 
manner. 
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Amendment. 

Supervisor  Arnold  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Sullivan,  that 
the  "Resolved"  section  of  the  proposed  measure  be  amended  by 
deleting  therefrom  the  following:  ".  .  .  the  terms  of  operation  as 
between  the  State  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  be  re- 
solved at  a  subsequent  date  by  mutual  agreement." 

Supervisor  Christopher  mentioned  that  the  proposed  purchase  of 
Angel  Island  had  been  a  source  of  discussion  for  over  two  years. 
The  price  had  originally  been  set  around  $700,000,  then  reduced  to 
$250,000.  It  would  be  necessary  to  provide  adequate  facilities  on  the 
site,  such  as  fireman  and  policeman  services,  docking  facilities,  water 
and  sewage  systems  and  other  needed  improvements.  He  therefore 
felt  that  the  amendment  proposed  by  Supervisor  Arnold  should  be 
approved. 

Supervisor  Lewis  urged  the  Board  to  adopt  the  measure  and  thus 
indicate  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  sit  down  at  a  future 
date,  with  the  State  Park  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  reaching 
a  mutual  agreement  on  the  future  use  of  the  island.  The  City  should 
not  overlook  the  opportunity  of  utilizing  the  island  for  recreational 
purposes. 

Supervisor  McCarty  called  the  Board's  attention  to  language  con- 
tained in  the  ballot  argument  accompanying  the  declaration  of  policy 
wherein  it  read  ".  .  .  San  Francisco  can  acquire  Angel  Island  without 
cost  by  means  of  a  major  concessionaire  guaranteeing  payment  to 
the  Government  of  the  ridiculously  low  price  of  $20,000  down  and 
$10,000  per  year  for  20  years  (total  price  $199,000).  All  operating 
expenses,  improvements,  fire,  police,  insurance,  etc.,  to  be  borne  by 
the  concessionnaire  with  the  City  administering  the  lease." 

Motion  to  Defer  Consideration. 

Supervisor  McCarty  moved,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Sullivan,  that

In  addition  heavy 
expense  would  accrue  to  the  telephone  and  power  companies  in  the 
moving  of  their  utilities. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

Mr.  Ross  Shoaf  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  called 
upon  to  explain  the  necessity  for  the  pending  measure  and  he  in- 
formed the  Board  that  an  investigation  of  that  particular  area  dis- 
closed that  pedestrian  travel  did  not  require  the  entire  15  feet  and 
that  a  reduction  would  aid  immeasurably  in  the  flow  of  traffic. 

Supervisor  Lewis  expressed  the  belief  that  if  the  Police  Depart- 
ment placed  no-stopping  restrictions  in  the  area,  the  need  for  the 
expense  inherent  in  the  measure  would  not  be  necessary.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Streets  Committee  study  the  report  of  Mr.  Duckel 
and  attempt  to  determine  if  the  installation  of  no-stopping  restric- 
tions on  both  Pine  and  Bush  Streets  would  not  take  care  of  any 
attempt  to  reduce  sidewalk  widths  on  those  streets.

Supervisor  Lewis  said  he  seriously  questioned  the  authority  of  the 
Board  to  pass  upon  a  measure  of  this  kind,  and  called  upon  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Thomas  Blanchard  to  quote  sections  from  the  Charter 
to  corroborate  his  opinion. 
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Mr.  David  E.  Lewis,  General  Manager  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  said  the  presentation  of  the  measure  to  the  Board  was 
done  in  the  community  interest;  however,  he  pointed  out  that  if  the 
courts  were  to  decide  who  had  jurisdiction  over  the  matter,  he  be- 
lieved the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  would  be  given  the 
final  say.

Supervisor  McAteer  explained  that  he  is  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
aims  of  The  Guardsmen  and  that  he  is  an  advocate  of  all  types 
of  athletic  endeavor.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  organization  for 
over  four  years,  and  many  of  its  members  were  close  personal 
friends  of  his.  He  stated  that  the  auto  races  could  not  be  considered 
as  the  only  source  of  revenue.  The  Supervisor  proceeded  to  narrate 
on  the  number  of  underprivileged  youngsters  sent  to  camp  over  the 
years,  and  thereafter  read  excerpts  from  various  cities  where  auto 
racing  is  banned  in  the  public  parks.  The  Supervisor  likewise  pro- 
ceeded to  list  the  number  of  objections  raised  by  the  various  groups 
to  the  holding  of  the  event  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  He  explained  that 
his  personal  objection  to  the  event  being  held  was  based  on  the 
potential  personal  injury  factor. 

The  Supervisor  concluded  that  the  question  of  a  permit  to  conduct 
the  race  should  not  be  considered  a  life  and  death  matter  for  The 
Guardsmen  but  it  might  be  just  that  for  one  or  more  of  the  spectators 
and  for  that  reason,  he  was  voting  against  the  measure. 

Supervisor  Halley  expressed  opposition  to  the  measure. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Lewis  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  contending  that  the 
Board  should  not  be  permitted  to  consider  the  measure  any  further, 
because  in  effect,  the  Board  was  merely  sitting  as  an  appellate  body, 
and  if  this  were  permitted,  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  public 
interest  would  come  before  the  Board.  He  emphasized  that  the 
Charter  was  clear  as  to  jurisdiction  of  matters  affecting  the  public 
parks,  and  in  view  of  such  clarity  of  Charter  provisions,  the  pending 
matter  was  not  properly  before  the  Board. 

The  President  ruled  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken. 

Statement. 

Supervisor  McCarty  expressed  the  opinion  that  Golden  Gate  Park 
is  an  area  of  diversified  interests;  not  one  confined  to  trees  and 
flowers.  He  pointed  out  that  baseball,  polo,  football,  tennis  and  other 
sports  are  played  there.  The  only  question  before  the  Board  is 
whether  the  safety  factor  is  of  such  moment  as  to  compel  the  Board 
to  reverse  its  previous  action  and  prohibit  auto  racing  in  the  park. 

Supervisor  McMahon  stated  that  she  would  vote  against  the  meas- 
ure as  she  did  not  believe  that  the  revenue  expected  to  be  derived 
by  The  Guardsmen  was  worth  jeopardizing  life. 
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Questions  Raised. 

Supervisor  Christopher  asked  questions  of  and  received  answers 
from  Dr.  Philip  Westdahl,  President  of  The  Guardsmen,  with  respect 
to  revenue  derived  from  the  holding  of  such  races.
